Stavros threat made me 
cut business tie: builder

A Wheeling developer said In U.S. Dis- 


trict Court Wednesday that ho cut off 
business with the Duo-Sign Co. after 
James Stavros, allegedly on behalf of 
former Wheeling Trustee William Hart, 
threatened economic reprisals to the 
builder. 


Testimony from Seymour Manuel Km- 


mcr, president of Hollywood Builders, 
was used by government prosecutors In 
the conspiracy trial to bolster their, argu- 
ment that Bernard Wasmor of the Duo 
Sign company suffered economic harm 
after Hart decided to go Into competitive 
business In Wheeling. 


The testimony came after U.S. District 


Court Judge Abraham Lincoln Mnrovltz 


told reporters in an aside that he be- 
lieves the government had yet to prove 
throat of economic harm, which he said 
Is the crux of the cose. 


HART IS ACCUSED of conspiring with 


James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic commltteemnn, and 
William Blcbcr, former Wheeling build- 
Ing director, to commit extortion against 
Wasmer. 


The conspiracy was allegedly to force 


Wasmer to cancel an agreement signed 
in September, 1970, when Hart sold Duo 
to Wasmer. Wasmer paid $5,000 for 
Hart's agreement not to compete in Ihc 
sign business within 75 miles of Wheel- 
ing.

Glass may seek changes 
in open-meetings law

State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northficld, 


Is considering sponsoring legislation next 
fall lo clarify the Illinois Open Meetings 
Act at tho request of School Dist. 21 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


The law has become a subject of con- 


troversy In recent months, following an 
interpretation of tho statute by Illinois4' 
Atty. Gen. William Scott that Is unpopu- 
lar with school and other governmental 
officials. 


Tho Open Meeting Law Is (o be dis- 


cussed at a special meeting of 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 school 
board at 8 p.m. Tuesday at Keller 
Junior High School, 820 Bode ltd., 
Schaumburg. 


Dist. 54 Attorney Frank Hlncs and 


Ronald Booth of tho Illinois Assn. of 
School Boards will present their Inter- 
pretation of the law and discuss Scott's 
opinion and Its effects on school board 
procedures. 


THE OPEN Meeting Act provides that 


school boards and other governmental 
units may discuss only matters • per- 
taining to personnel, land acquisition or 
pending litigation behind closed doors. 


The main point of Scott's Interpretation 


of tho law (hat Irks governmental offi- 
cials Is his opinion that tho right for pub- 
lic bodies to discuss personnel in private 
does not Include evaluation of employes. 


According to Scott's opinion, Issued 


March 22, complaints against an em- 
ploye and collective bargaining ore DOS- 
slblo "executive-session" topics. How- 
ever, discussion of working conditions, 
hours of employment or salaries should 
be discussed In public meetings. 


Glass sold Wednesday ho feels the law 


needs to be clarified and added that be 
thinks Scott "went pretty far in inter- 
preting the language" of the statute. 


"SCOTT'S OPINION tends to at least 
put In question tho right of school boards 
to discuss personnel policies in closed 
session," Gloss said. "It's pretty hard to 
divorce personnel from policies and If 
the meetings havo to be open, it could 
restrict discussion." 


Although Scott's opinion docs not have 


tho effect of law, It will be used as a 
guide to interpret tho law until amen- 
datory legislation Is passed such as Gill 
proposes or someone challenges Scott's 
ruling and a court offers another opinion. 


In asking Glass to sponsor a measure 


to clarify the Open Meetings Act, Gill 
said Tuesday he basically is concerned 
that Scott's ruling could mean that open 
discussions of an employe's performance 
could bring out information that poten- 
tially could be harmful to an individual 
even if he is not dismissed. 


"What I'm talking about here Is 


matching the right of the individual to 
privacy with (he right of the public to 
know," Gill sold. "A man's reputation 
could be ruined by statements mode in a 
public meeting." 


GILL SAID HE would like to see the 


Illinois General Assembly adopt amen- 
datory legislation that would broaden the 
Open Meetings Act, bringing the mea- 
sure more In line with a more liberal 
Wisconsin state statute. 


The Wisconsin statute provides -that 


governmental bodies may meet in closed 
session on personnel matters when con- 
sidering "employment, dismissal, pro- 
motion, demotion, compensation, licens- 
ing or discipline of any public employe 
or person licensed by a state board or 
commission or the investigation of 
charges against such person, unless an 
open meeting is requested by the em- 
ploye or person charged, Investigated or 
otherwise under discussion." 


Electric Sign Co. in Wheeling with then 
trustee Michael Valenza. 


Kramer testified that he received a 


phone call from Stavros in January, 1972. 
"He told me he didn't want me to do 
anymore business with Bernie Wasmer," 
Kramer said. "He said he wasn't a good 
guy and we didn't want guys like that 
around." 


THE DEVELOPER said he then called 


Wasmer and informed him of the phone 
call from Stavros. He said Wasmer then 
told him that Hart wanted his business 
back and "that they are trying to drive 
him out of business." 


"Wo immediately cut off all new jobs 


to them (Duo) for approximately two 
years," he said. 


Contracts for sign work that would 


have been given to Duo during that peri- 
od amounted to $5,100 according to Kra- 
mer. He said he based that estimate on 
the business given to the Diamond Out- 
door Sign Co. 


Under cross examination Kramer ad- 


mitted that he continued to do business 
with Duo after the phone call. He said, 
however, that business was restricted to 
leasing existing billboards. 


DURING THE PAST three days of tes- 


timony Wasmer outlined a history of ha- 
rassment and threats from Bicbcr and 
Stavros that began In late 1971. At that 
time Hart returned to Wheeling after 
moving to Florida and wanted to open a 
sign business that would violate the 
agreement. 


The developer sold prior to Stavros' 


phone call "ue virtually gave Duo all 
our on-slght sign work. On major sign 
work, we gave It all to Duo." He said 
this amounted to 98 or 99 per cent of the 
signs constructed at their development 
sites. 


Kramer said he agreed to testify and 


provide information to the government 
after being granted immunity from pros- 
ecution In January. 


Despite defense attorney John Cough- 


Ion's attempts to show that Hollywood 
Builders had done substantial business 
with Diamond Outdoor prior to the 
Stavros phone call, Kramer maintained 
that his company only leased billboards 
from Diamond. He said his company did 
not use Diamond for sign work at devel- 
opment sites. 


COUGHLAN ALSO questioned why 


Kramer was not afraid to continue leas- 
ing billboards from Duo. The developer 
said ho was only afraid of giving Duo 
new sign business. 


Kramer and he met Stavros demands 


because "wo have a great deal of vacant 
property in tho village of Wheeling. He 
quite frankly had the political ax over 
our heads." 


Stavros, Bicbcr and Hart were among 


six present and former Wheeling and 
Cook County officials indicted Jan. 21 fol- 
lowing a year-long federal grand jury 
probe Into shakedowns of Wheeling de- 
velopers. Three of the six, including

Williams Jr., 20, of 29 Grange PL, Elk 
Grove Village. He appeared in the Mount

Court, charged with four counts of bur- 
Bl.Tv by Mount Prospect police. 


Elk Grove Village Police Lt. William 


Kn'inke Wednesday said his department 
will try to charge Williams with at least 
15 burglaries and seven burslarv at- 
tempts that have occurred in the village 
during the past six to seven weeks. ''We 
will charge him with anything the state's 
attorney will accept with justification," 
Kohnke said. 


WILLIAMS, WHO will appear in court 


June 26 on the Mount Prospect charges, 
has been linked by physical evidence and 
questioning with the 22 burglaries and at- 
tempts in Elk Grove Village, Kohnke 
said. 


The Elk Grove Village series of cat 


burglanes began in mid-May, including 
one instance where the cat burglar en- 
tered a home with 12 persons and a dog 
asleep and took $36 in cash from a purse 
and wallet. In several other instances, 
the cat burglar entered apartments 
through balcony patio doors, even as 
high as the third floor of buildings.

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection

Fireflies — those flickering little Insects that put sparkle 


into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for'muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonik, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection'is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also Is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent In this area. 


The firm is seeking the male' species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles Is asked to register with Antonlk for official instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Antonlk is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
ncuro-muscular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease in this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy Is unknown and so is a 


cure for it. But Antonik notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of-spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding,a drop 
of a newborn'child's blood to .the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an Infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that In 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out . 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used Inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardia] infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

: Police refused pending further chom- 
ICal tests to say whether they believed 
toe lexicologist's findings supported their 


theory that Jeffrey was the slayer. 


The cause of Jeffrey's death had been 


a mystery since his body — with no signs' 
of wounds or burns — was found Monday 
In the kitchen of the burning home by 
firemen answering an alarm turned in by 
his grandmother. 
TllE BODIES OF Raymond Fuchs, 
49; his wife Ruth, 48; daughter Lynda, 
14;, and son Scott, IS, were found In the 
basement after the fire was extinguish* 
cd. 


The father and daughter had been shot 


to death. The mother died of stab wounds 
and strangulation and the younger son of 
strangulation.

Builder testifies at Hart trial 


A Wheeling developer testified Wednesday that his firm cut 


off business to Bernard Wosmer's Duo Sign Co. because of a 
call from political boss James SUvros. The testimony came 
after U.S. District Court Judge Abraham Lincoln Marovltz 
said that the government had not yet proved economic harm 
to Wasmer in Its extortion conspiracy case against former 
Wheeling Trustee William Hart. Hart is charged with con- 
spiring to prevent Wasmer from enforcing a business agree- 
ment the two signed when Hart sold Duo to Wasmer In 1970. 
Stavros, also Indicted in the case, Is no longer a defendant. 


Pcskin testifies 


Bernard M. Pcskin, attorney convicted of bribery in the 


Hoffman Estates zoning scandal, appeared Wednesday at the 
Dlrkscn Federal Building, apparently to testify before a fed- 
eral grand Jury Investigating Cook County zoning actions.

Chrlstopoulos said the type of drugs

were neither opiates nor barbiturates, he 
said. There also was quantity of alcohol 
in the youth's body, the toxicologist said. 


INVESTIGATORS sought to determine 


whether either a .22-callber automatic 
pistol or a .22-callber target rifle, found 
in the basement was used to kill Fuchs 
and his daughter. 


Cook County Coroner Andrew J. To- 


man said a kitchen knife found near Mrs. 
Fuchs' body probably was the weapon 
with which she was stabbed. 


Toman's office said there were no ex- 


ternal wounds or burns on Jeffrey's body 
and that chemical tests to determine 
cause of death would take four to five 
days. All five members of the family had 
been dead at least 24 hours, the coroner's 
office said. 


Investigators said they found no evi- 


dence that intruders entered the house 
and that "at this time we are forced to 
make Jeffrey our prime suspect. There 
is no Indication there was an outsider." 


Police said nothing appeared to be 


missing from the Fuchs' ranch-style 
home. In Jeffrey's pockets were $150, be- 
lieved to be high school graduation gifts, 
and $2,211 in cash was found In a charred 
white envelope in the basement, along 
with a list of household expenditures in 
Mrs. Fuch's handwriting, police said. 
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Four men murdered in Kentucky camp 
Lights flickered on early yesterday In the tiny coal mining 


village of Wells Camp near Mlddlesboro, Ky., as residents 
awoko to the sound of rifle fire and men's screams. Minutes 
later, the bullet-torn bodies of four men were found sprawled 
over blocd-stalncd Louisville & Nashville Railroad tracks, the 
result of what one police officer called a "massacre with a 30- 
caliber carbine." There was no known motive' for the killings. 


Seeks to nullify Nixon nuclear promise

lify President Nixon's promise of nuclear power reactors and 
fuel to Egypt and Israel unless Congress gives its consent. He 
introduced legislation which would require the Senate and 
House to approve any transfer to another country of nuclear 
technology, materials, or associated equipment 


Consumer Protection bill under pressure 
Legislation designed to create a federal Consumer Protec- 


tion Agency is running into new, stepped up opposition from 
big business which has started a drive to put hometown pres- 
sure on senators from IS states. The National Association of 
Manufacturers Is telling Its members it now believes oppo- 
nents of the proposal are within striking distance of being 
able to filibuster the legislation to death in mid-July. 


Senate fails to halt tax filibuster 


The Senate failed yesterday to halt a three-day filibuster 


against tax reform, all but ending hopes by liberals to ease 
slightly the federal levy on the average American's Income. A 
scries of Senate votes Indicated liberals do not have the 
strength to stop the finibustcr by Rep. James Allen, D-Ala., 
aimed at preventing Sen. Ed Kennedy and other liberals from 
attaching their tax amendments to a pending debt bill. 


Nixon decision on Cox firing probed 


The House Judiciary Committee yesterday reviewed evi- 


dence suggesting President Nixon decided weeks in advance 
to fire Watergate special prosecutor Archibald Cox. Com- 
mittee members said the evidence on Nixon's advance In- 
tentions to fire Cox came in an affidavit from Former Atty. 
Con. Elliot Richardson, who resigned rather than carry out 
Nixon's order to dismiss Cox last Oct. 20 in what came to be 
called "The Saturday night massacre."

If the measure 
passes the Senate and reaches Gov. Daniel Walker's desk, be 
is likely to veto It because it's not in his budget.

After both 
teens escaped from the car, police found the auto abandoned 
along Interstate 57, and nabbed Chundzinskl nearby.

Six moro Illinois counties have been designated as eligible 


for disaster relief as a result of spring flooding,- the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration announced. The new 
counties — Do Kalb, Oglo, Schuylcr, Cass, Mason and Fulton 
brings to 34 the number designated for relief so far this year.

Japan detects fallout from nuclear tests 
Tho Japanese government yesterday said it had detected an

Nixon, both tired and elated by the mem- 
ory of cheering crowds and the talk of 
peace, returned to the White House 
Wednesday after a five-nation Middle 
East tour and reported a '.'profound" 
change In U.S.' relations with the Arab 
world. 


Several hundred White House staffers, 


cabinet members and other well-wishers 
greeted Nixon with loud applause as be 
stepped off a Marine helicopter on the 
South Lawn of the White House, ending a' 
ten-day, 15,000-mile trip .which he de- 
scribed as "very long and arduous.". 


He had been greeted minutes earlier1 at 


Andrews Air Force Base by his two 
daughters, Julie and Tricia, after a more 
than six-hour trip from his last stopover 
in the Azores. . 


Looking back on his talks with leaders 


of 'Egypt, Israel, Syria, Jordan and 
Saudia Arabia, Nixon said he felt his 
.journey had been a big step toward im- 
proved U.S. relations with the countries 
In the area. 


"A profound and I would say a lasting 


• change has taken place," he said. 
"Where there was no hope for peace, 
there is now hope. Where there was hos- 
tility, there is now friendship." 


The President said the tumultuous wel- 


• comes he received at his stops in the 


Middle East were not just for him per- 
sonally. He said they'meant that millions 
of people who have known only poverty 
and war for years now want peace and 
that "we will help" them get it. "We 
must not let these people down," he said. 


Nixon planned to remain at the White 


House only one night before flying off to 
his home in Key Blscayne, Fla., for a 
long weekend of rest and preparation for 
his summit talks with Soviet Party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev next Thursday in Mos- 
cow.

New moves on to aid meat producers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


Agriculture Committee Wednesday ap- 
proved a $3 billion credit guarantee pro- 
gram for distressed livestock farmers 
and adopted a resolution urging Presi- 
dent Nixon to relmpose beef Import con- 
trols. 


Backers of the credit bill predicted It 


will pass the Senate easily before the end 


of the week. 


A spokesman for supermarkets, mean- 


while, told the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee that grocers will "break our 
backs to embark on an all-out program" 
of expanded special cut-rate sales on se- 
lected meat cuts to help clear out a glut 
of beef which has kept livestock prices 
below farmers' production costs. 


Clarence G. Adamy, president of the 


National Assn. of Food Chains, said the 
campaign would mean more price' cuts 
for consumers, but probably will not nar- 
*row the total margin supermarkets get 
on their overall beef grades. Adamy 
dened charges by some government offi- 
cials and private critics, that retailers 
have expanded their margins unfairly. 


Israeli planes strike again in Lebanon

Israeli warplanes flew into Lebanon 


again Wednesday to attack targets in the 
southeast frontier region known as "Fa- 
tahland" because of the concentration of 
bases Israel says are used by Palestinian 
guerrillas for attacks across the border. 


The raids were the third hi 16 hours 


and brought charges by a Beirut publica- 
tion that Israel was conducting a 
"scorched earth policy" in the area. Two 
Arab newspapers blamed President Nix- 
on for giving what they said was the 
"green light'' to Israel to attack Leba- 
non. 


Later in the day, Arab newsmen re- 


ported that Israeli heavy artillery shelled 
tho outskirts of the village of Yaroun, 
less than two. miles from the bdrder, at 
sundown. They said the 20-minute shell- 
ing started fires in farming areas outside 
the village and the fire brigade of Sldon 
— the largest town in the south — was 
called in to extinguish the blaze. There 
were no reports of casualties. 


The Israeli anti-guerrilla strikes — 
apparently put off until President Nixon 
completed his Middle East tour — trig- 
gered a warning from Egypt that such 
actions could wreck Nixon's peace ef- 
forts and provoke another round of war- 
fare. 


While Israeli planes went into action 


for the second consecutive day, Prime- 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin won his first vote 
of confidence in the Knesset parliament 
after- an angry debate on the U.S. deci- 
sion to give nuclear reactors to Egypt. 


The vote was 60-50. Rabin himself ex- 
pressed fear Egypt would use the nuclear 
technology for military purposes. 


The Syrian-Israeli military dis- 


engagement continued without incident. 
A U.N. spokesman in Damascus said 


• Syrian troops entered evacuated areas of 
the Golan Heights Wednesday, two hours 
ahead of schedule. 


Syrian government sources said refu- 


gees who fled the area during last Octo- 
ber's war would begin returning to the 
lands Thursday. 


-In a message to retail stores, Adamy's 


.staff said that helping.livestock produc- 
ers in an election year "will lessen the 
adverse pressures on our Industry." 


The Senate committee action, part of a 


mushrooming congressional drive to help 
stave off bankruptcy for farmers, came 
a day after the White House announced 
' plans to aid producers by buying $100 
million worth of beef and pork for dona- 
tion to schools. 


Administration officials have opposed 


the Senate committee's credit bill. They 
also prefer voluntary negotiations abroad 
to formal import quotas. 
t 
Bipartisan congressional pressure was 


evident on both sides of Capitol Hill for 
the credit measure, however. 


The bill would authorize the Agricul- 


ture Department to guarantee private 
lenders against losses on up to 90 per 
cent of new loans to "bona fide" live- 
stock and poultry producers, including 
fecdlot operators. 


It is expected to go to the Senate floor 


this week. Sens. George McGovern', 
D-S.D., and Robert, Dole, R-Kans., pre- 
dicted it will pass easily. 


Ford calls for protection of privacy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Vice Presi- 


dent Gerald R. Ford told Congress 
Wednesday that not enough has been 
done to protect 'individual invasion of 
privacy by government and proposed 


legislation to prevent "the abuses of a 
wired society." 


Ford said that "the time has come for . 


action" and urged two Senate subcom- 
mittees to approve legislation that would 


U. S. claims right to act free of NATO 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger said Wednesday that the 
United States reserved the right to act 
alone in urgent situations without con- 
suiting its allies, but would try to consult 
in advance. 


"It Is always possible that' situations 


will arise in which the United States, in 
the common interest, may feel it has an 
obligation to act," Kissinger told a news 
conference. 


Kissinger spoke following formal ap- 


proval by rollcall vote of a new declara- 
tion affirming common Interests and 


goals of the 15 member nations in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


Kissinger acknowledged the United 


States had not notified its NATO allies in 
advance last October during the Arab- 
Israeli war when it placed its military 
forces on a worldwide alert. 


"I believe," Kissinger said, "that any 


NATO ally analyzing the situation as it 
existed then will be grateful that the 
United States acted decisively." 


He pledged that to the extent emer- 


gencies could be foreseen, the United 
States would act in full consultation with 
its allies. 


The 14-paragraph NATO declaration 
said the essential elements that led to 
the formation of the alliance hi 1949 had 
not changed. It said it was still neces- 
sary for the alliance to maintain de- 
fenses "at a level capable of deterring 
and if necessary repelling all actions di- 
rected against the independence and ter- 
ritorial Integrity of the members." 


The declaration appeared to reserve 


the right of the allies to initiate use of 
nuclear weapons in case of conflict. 


The two-day meeting of NATO foreign 


ministers concluded with a colorful cere- 
mony hi the Ottawa conference hall. 


restrict the use and accumulation of gov- 
ernment records on people. 


The vice president made his views 


known in a letter to Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C., chairman of the Government 
Operations Committee and the Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights 
which have been holding joint hearings 
on individual privacy rights. 


He also cautioned the subcommittee 


that jn its "zeal to protect this right 
more adequately, we should not attempt 
to remedy all abuses within the four, cor- 
ners of one bill. Potential intrusions bn 
personal privacy have too many "facets 
and the public interests involved are too 
.complex to 'permit all-inclusive re- 
medies." 


Ford disclosed that President Nixon 


was planning to submit to Congress legis- 
lation that would prohibit "snooping" 
and monitoring of communications enter- 
ing and leaving a citizen's home via ca- 
ble television. He also said the govern- 
ment should collect only that information 
needed to protect the public and provide 
necessary services.

Using the imagination, a child can 


change the shape of bis body, his looks 
and his actions as easily as one changes 
clothes. 


In an instant, a plgtailed clumsy little 


girl becomes a beautiful acrobat, floating 
gracefully through the air to4he waiting 
arms of her strong, muscular partner 
who a second ago needed help tying his 
tennis shoe. 


Anything is possible in -the mind of a 


child and this summer a group of young- 
sters is getting the chance to try It all in 
a creative dramatics class at Alcott 
School in Dist. 21, Buffalo Grove. 


AGE MAKES no difference in this 


class where the kids range in years from 
five to 12. The important thing that all 
have in common is the youthful in- 
nocence that doesn't know the meaning 
of inhibition. , 


Wednesday, the second day of the sum- 


mer school class, the classroom became 
a huge circus tent. There were three 
rings filled with the antics of clowns ca- 
vorting under the big top, competing for. 
the audience's attention with laughing 
seals, squealing monkeys and ferocious 
lions and tigers. 


"This is the best time to start kids in 


this kind of thing," said Gail Shandler, 
who teaches the class along with Cathy 
Francia.

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Improved freshman programs urged for Stevenson High 


High School Dist. 123 citizens' com- 


mktecs are urging improvements in the 
freihnMa itudtes curriculum and guid- 
ance programs at Stevenson High School, 
PrtMtVtar. 


Committees were named two months 


•go to evaluate the freshmen studies, 
guidance and mathematics programs. 
The freshmen studies and guidance com- 
mittees reported to the school board lost 
Monday night. The math committee will 
make Its recommendations at a future 
board session. 


"Strong English and math programs 


are a necessity," according to the fresh- 
men studies committee report. "In Eng- 
lish, the curriculum should be upgraded 
to Include more emphasis on classic 
works In literature, poetry and drama." 


The committee also recommended that 


more emphasis be placed on material and 
techniques used In college entrance ex- 
aminations, vocabulary and writing abili- 
fr. 
£ "Above-average and superior students 
Itnuld be motivated to feel some pres- 


sure to work'near limits of the capabil- 
ities," the report said. 


ON THE MATH section of the fresh- 


men studies program, the committee 
agreed to a recent change in the pro- 
gram which removed algebra from the 
thematic approach and established it as 
a traditional course. 


The committee indicated it feU the pre- 


sent freshman science program is "rele- 
vant to the everyday experience and suf- 
ficiently wide in coverage to continue in 
its present form." 


JerroM Pachman, a member of the 


committee who presented the report to 
the Dist. 125 school board, said his group 
had visited New Trier East High School 
in Des Plaines to compare Us curriculum 
with freshmen subjects taught at Steven- 
son. 


"The freshmen studies English pro- 


gram seems to lack qualities of sub- 
stance and rigor associated with even the 
below average ability level of the fresh- 
man level English program at New Trier 
East," Pachman said. In the science 
area, however, Pachman said Stevenson 


offered wider subject coverage than New 
Trier. 


IN OTHER SECTIONS <of the report, 


the freshmen studies committee urged 
that less emphasis be placed on field 
trips during school hours, particularly 
those that promote social rather than 
academic values. 


The committee added that options 


should be offered to parents who want to 
enroll their children in a more tradition- 
. al, structured program. 


Dist. 125 Supt. Harold Banser said he 


had been considering an alternative pro- 
gram for some time and added that al- 
gebra has already been established as a. 
traditional course within the freshmen 
studies program for next year. Banser 
said he would consider offering other 
subjects in freshmen studies in the same 
traditional manner. 


FINALLY, THE freshmen studies com- 


mittee recommended that a professional 
consultant be hired to evaluate the pro- 
gram and suggest changes. 


The guidance study committee pre-

OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS by the

of history and a combination of three 
years of math and/or science. 


The committee favored reestablishing 


a tracking system that would place stu- 
dents in courses by ability level. 


In addition, the committee said stu- 


dents should be encouraged to remain in 
school for a full four years, freshmen 
should be counseled by the guidance de- 
partment before entering high school, an 
advisory system should be established 
for all grades, home visits should be 
made by the advisors at least once a 
year and parents should be encouraged 
to meet with their children's advisor at 


least twice a year. 


The committee also recommended that 


a reorganization of the guidance depart- 
ment should include a new student as- 
signment system that would permit the 
counselor to remain with the student 
throughout his four years In high school. 
'Like the freshmen studies committee, 
the guidance committee also asked that 
an outside consultant be employed to 
evaluate the present program. 


The recommendations of all citizens' 


committees will be further discussed in a 
meeting set for 8 p.m., Monday, July 8 at 
Stevenson.

Race's boat was used In ear- 
lier unsuccessful searches of the Chicago 
River for the Andrews' 1969 Oldsmobllo. 


THE ANDREWS, of 738 S. Vail, van- 


ished May 15, 1970, after attending a 
cocktail party at the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel on N. Michigan Avenue. Police the- 
orize the couple accidently drove into tho 
Chicago River and their car was either 
crushed into tho soft river bed or else 


was washed Into the lake. 


The latest search was sparked by an 


unnamed tipster who believes the couple 
drove into the slip, used primarily for 
commercial barges. 


According to the Informant, the An- 


drews became confused while attempting 
to find a sandwich wagon parked near 
the slip. He nald guardrails bad been re- 
moved at that time because the old 
North Pier Terminal building was being 
razed.

Daniel 
Walker and recommended that a new 
board chairman be appointed from Du 
Pago County. Not confirmed by the Sen- 
ate committee were board members Do- 
mingo Tobias of Chicago, a director of 
the Mexican-American Council on Educa- 
tion; Lawrence A. Keller of Evergreen 
Pork, director of education and commu- 
nity service for Dist. 31 of the United 


'Steel Workers Union, and Henry I. 
Green, Champaign, a land and business 
developer and delegate to the 1970 Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


The committee withheld recommenda- 


tion of Jack Witkowsky, a real estate de- 
veloper from Chicago who had been ap- 
pointed an at-large member of the board. 
Other board members are appointed 
from specific regions of the state. 


WORD OF THE Senate committee ac- 


tion came to members of the state board 
Immediatelyv following a 6V4-hour meet- 
Ing in Chicago where the board had 
struggled to set up procedures for hiring 
a new state school superintendent.

Suburban motorists arrested oh minor 


traffic violations soon will bo released on 
their signature rather than having to 
post bond. 


A now policy that began this week in 


Chicago should be extended to the sub- 
urbs within 10 days to two weeks, Associ- 
ate Circuit Court Judge Francis X. Poyn- 
ton said Wednesday. 


The new policy means a driver will not 


be jailed If he Is unable to post a valid 
Illinois driver's license, $25 cash or a 
ball bond card. 


Instead, under an order signed by

motorists arrested in Chicago will now 
be released after signing a personal bond 
lii the amount of $23. 


The rule docs not apply to drivers who 


have outstanding warrants, detainers or 
bond forfeitures against them. 


The policy also doesn't apply to serious 


traffic offenses such as drunken or reck- 
less driving.

NOW, IT SEEMS another idea sudden- 


ly Is becoming Important and it Is de- 
scribed by a series of catch phrases — 
Women's Idb, the women's movement or 
feminism. 


Several months ago I wrote a column 


about sexism in the schools which point- 
ed out that it looked like "sexism" was 
going to-become the next important 
catch word in education, replacing "rele-' 
vant" and "accountability." 


Well, it hasn't quite reached that point 


yet, but lately, every time I've turned 
around, things haVe been happening to

ANOTHER NEW development In re-

The ESP repre- 
sents the secretaries, clerks, teacher's 
aides and technical workers in the dis- 
trict. Most of them are women. Now they 
have asked Dist. 214 for the right to col- 
lective bargaining on salaries and work- 
Ing conditions. 


The Dlst. 214 board of education hasn't 


decided exactly what to do about that 
request yet. At a meeting last week 
where Eleanor Peterson, president-elect 
of the ESP, spoke, at least a few board 
members looked perplexed. They knew 
they shouldn't patronize the "girls," but 
there was* little in their experience to tell 
thorn how to react to a group of women 
in that kind of situation. 
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I have a vague feeling that the ESP's 


request Is going to have a greater impact 
on the schools than any group of mili- 
tants demanding changes in the district's 
curriculum could ever have. As the 
board and administrators learn to deal 
with the women they have taken for 
granted for years as "professionals," it 
is-going to mean other changes in the 
way they look at women and the way 
they look at education. 


AFTER ALL, it's one thing to grant 


equal treatment to the highly education 
professional woman who has been one of 
the few to battle her way to the top in 
some field. It's a different thing to grant 
equal treatment and equal status to a 
woman who has taken on a more tradi- 
tional woman's work role. (Maybe it's a 
little like replacing Sidney Poitier with 
Richard •Roundtree in "Guess Who's 
Coming to"Dinner.") 


One of the goals of the women's move- 


ment is to free children In our schools of 
the stereotypes of what women and men 
must be. 


Somehow, it seems to me that the 


move by the ESP in Dist. 214 Is a logical 
step in that process.

Care doctors 'rebuild? uteruses? 


I wish you would settle a dispute be- 


tween a relative and myself. I was told • 
by a lady friend that her cousin was en- 
tering the hospital to have her uterus 
rebuilt. Can a ultras be rebuilt In any 
way, whether a woman has previously 
had It partially or wholly removed by a 
hysterectomy? 


I was also told doctors do not have to 


tell their pntlenu they have had a com- 
plete hysterectomy or a partial one, be- 
cause most hysterectomies are not com- 
plete — In other Words, some port of ei- 
ther the uterus or ovary Is left so that a 
woman \\l\l not lose her sexual urge. 
Won't you please explain, for I've been 
tnld If all Is removed a woman does lose 
her urge for sex, so parts of something 
mint be left In. 


I don't get 111 Can't wait to settle this 


argument. 


These Ideas are not uncommon, and 


they arc the result of half truths and er- 
rors In communication. 


I suspect that the operation to "rebuild 


the uterus" Is really a repair of a pro- 
lapsed uterus. This Is literally a hernia 
of the uterus when It falls down from Its 
normal location. This problem Is com* 
mon In women who have had children, 
and the surgery is commonplace. This 
docs not Include any actual work on the 
uterus In the sense of reshaping it or 
anything like that. 


Now about those hysterectomy ques- 


tions. The uterus has two parts, the body 
of the uterus and the cervix. It Is much 


like the body of a fruit jar and its rim, 
the rim being the cervix. A partial hys- 
terectomy may take out. only the body of 
the uterus and leave the cervix. It is Im- 
portant to know this, because if the cer- 
vix Is left In it can still develop cancer 
and regular evaluations are a must. 


Usually the cervix and the body of the 


uterus ore removed together and this is 
a complete hysterectomy, meaning all 
the uterus was removed, including -the 
cervix. A complete hysterectomy will not 
affect a woman's sex urge or her capac- 
ity for normal activity, unless the woman 
has a psychological reaction that is not 
part of the surgery at all. The man will 
not be able to tell that anything has been 
done, cither. 


Sometimes the ovaries are removed 


with a hysterectomy. This is an oopho- 
rectomy, not a hysterectomy. You can 
have the ovaries removed and leave the 
uterus in or you can have the uterus re- 
moved (hysterectomy, partial or com- 
plete) and leave the ovaries Intact. Or, 
you can have both a hysterectomy and 
oophcrcctomy. It's the ovaries that in- 
fluence a woman's sex urge, not her ut- 
erus. 


If the ovaries must be removed surgi- 


cally, then female hormone replacement 
can be given to prevent the changes at- 
tributed to menopause.

"People are programmed from early 


childhood and throughout school to do 
certain standard things that other people 
want them to do. Then they reach the 
age of 30 or 40 and they're dissatisfied at 
not getting the most out of their lives," 
sold Dr. Ari Kiev. 


Kiev, director of the Social Psychiatry 


Research Institute In New York, said, 
"People often are led. to pursue areas of 
interest on the basis of what other people 
assign to them or think they do well or 
want them to do. Then when they realize 
they're not getting satisfaction out of 
what they're doingf they have difficulty 
deciding what they want to do and what 
they do best. 


"Wo tell people how to maximize their 


strengths," said Kiev. "Most people con- 
centrate on trying to improve their weak- 
nesses. This involves problems of will- 
power, like trying to lose weight. The 
person makes a conscious effort to force 
himself to do something contrary to the 
way he feels. 


"ALL PEOPLE have potential talent 


and should concentrate on their natural 
gifts. There's a great tendency for people 
to concentrate most of their effort on 
those matters that count the least. Then 
they say, 'I haven't ever done what I 
wanted to do. I was saving it up'for a 
day when I finished all the other things I 
Today's 
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bad to do.' 


"They aren't doing what they want to 


do generally because other people have 
put certain burdens on them or set cer- 
tain limits or defined certain responsi- 
bilities to the extent that the .Individual 
focuses on those things. They're basical- 
ly functioning in terms, of other people's • 
goals and have never really allowed 
themselves to say 'no* to the require- 
ments or expectations of other people in 
order to get that amount of time neces- 
sary to do the'things they want to do," 
Kiev said. 


"Some people will say, 'I don't really 


know* what I want to do. I don't really 
have any goals.' We suggest that people 
sit down maybe 10 minutes a day writing 
down every possible thing they might 
want to do — every silly, foolish, absurd 
kind of idea of something they might 
want to do. They should do this every 
day for a month, at the end of which 
they'll have written down two to three 
thousand ideas. Within this framework, 
they'll see patterns and as the patterns 
emerge they'll be in a position to say, 
'There seems to be a trend here...' 


"ONCE THE GOALS are set, people 


then have great difficulty becoming vi- 
talized' by the goals they've selected. 
Even if he starts with a hypothetical 
goal, once a person. Is 'moving', once 
he's active, it's much easier to start 
moving in other directions, to change di- 
rections. 


"It doesn't matter what the Individual 


becomes actively involved In. Once he 
accomplishes what he decides to do, the 
tremendous power he discovers in him- 
self is fantastic. He's able to overcome a 


whole variety of emotional problems and 
he grows confident from his effort and 
accomplishment. 


"A person should concentrate on doing 


for himself first," said Kiev. "He doesn't 
have to give up doing for other people, 
but he should set priorities. To some ex- 
tent this involves a bit of selfishness, 
which we'll call self-interest. Unless he 
does this he's never going to be satisfied 
and he's never going to be honest in 
terms of his relationships with other 
people." 
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The environment 
PEP may push for strong airport-impact studies

The effects of a proposed National Air-

tine-based Pollution and Environmental 
Problems organization, said the subur- 
ban group may seek to Join In a suit call- 
ing for nationwide consideration of the 
airport impact plan, 


Mrs. Murphy, a Schaumburg resident, 


said a favorable ruling from the courts 
on NASP would require consideration of 
noise levels and other aspects of airports 
for the Schaumburg airport expansion 
plans. 


A 136,000 Impact study of a Schaum- 


burg area airport Is now being conducted 
for the village by the Chicago engineer- 
ing firm of Howard Needles and Tarn- 
men and Bergendoff. 


Nuclear moratorium backed 


An Immediate moratorium on the con- 


struction of nuclear power plants Is re- 
ceiving backing from PEP, said Mrs. 
Jane Murphy. "Overwhelming evidence 
that nuclear plants pose unacceptable 
hazards to the environment Imperil more 
than 40 million Americans has accumu- 
lated In the last few years," she said this 
week. PEP members are distributing pe- 
titions which call for a national morato- 


rium on nucldar power plants, and seek 
the development of alternate power 
sources, such as solar energy. 


The group urges support of HB 13718 in 


the U.S. House of Representatives. The 
bill calls for a moratorium on new nude, 
ar plant construction. It would require an 
Independent assessment of nuclear safety 
problems, economics and net energy pro- 
duction In the next five years. 


4,000 acres to U.S.?' 


Some 4,000 acres of land in the Crab 


Orchard National Wildlife Refuge in Illi- 
nois may be added to the National Wil- 
derness Preservation System, pending 
Congressional approval. 'The Crab Or- 
chard lands are among more than 6 mil- 
lion acres In 15 federally owned refuges 
and porks that President Nixon recom- 
mended for inclusion in the system.

Let's reduce park terms 


If participation in government in 


the Northwest suburbs is to be en- 
couraged, 
then 
our 
governing 


boards and public commissions 
must encourage local citizens to 
participate in them. 


One local legislator, State Rep. 


Rep. Robert 
Juckott 


Robert S. Juckctt, R-Park Ridge, 
has suggested a solution to the pub- 
lic apathy which surrounds partici- 
pation in governing park districts. 
He's sponsoring a bill 
which 


would reduce the length of the 
term of.a park commissioner from 
six down to four years. 


This legislation, which passed 


the Illinois House by an almost- 
unanimous vote on Monday, makes 
good sense, for it aligns the terms 
more closely with those of school 
and village board members, who 
serve cither three or four years on 
respectively. 


The problem with park boards 


has been that they simply don't at- 
tract public attention and partici- 
pation. One reason is that commis- 
sioners have been forced to serve a 
six-year term. For the busy subur- 
banite, a guaranteed six years of 
public service is often too time- 
consuming, and the result's • been 
that park board candidates have 
been difficult to find. 


Juckett's also suggested another 


way of encouraging local participa- 
tion, by proposing that each dis- 
trict could Increase the size of the 


board from five up to seven mem- 
bers. If the voters chose then to 
reduce the size of the park board, 
they could only do it with another 
voter-initiated referendum. 


There's no magic in either five 


or seven members, and we strong- 
ly believe that the decision should 
be left to the community, as Juck- 
ctt proposes. In other words/the 
board will be responsive to what 
the local community wants, and 
that's the way a public board 
should operate. 


The most important element in 


Juckett's commendable legislation 
is that it is responsive to the real- 
ity that too few persons are willing 
to run for public office and, in ef- 
fect, govern their own commu- 
nities. It is the kind of legislation 
which can encourage involvement 
and, as a result, improve the quali- 
ty of local park districts. It is also 
the kind of legislation which the 
Illinois Legislature should approve 
without delay.

Governors show power

WASHINGTON - In one of Ihoso hus- 


band-and-wlfo comic strips a few years 
ago, the couple was visiting a doctor, 
who advises the male spouse to reduce 
his sex life by half. 


"Which half?" the wife asks,-"Think- 


ing about It or talking about it?" 


Until recently, just about the same sit- 


uation applied to the national political in- 
fluence of state governors. A few govern- 
ors — Rockefeller, Reagan, Wallace — 
had considerable personal clout, but as a 


group the Lions of the Statchouscs were 
a bunch of pussycats. 


Now there Is evidence that the gover- 


nors arc stepping out. 


At both tho 1073 and 1974 National Gov- 


ernors Conferences, the state chief 
executives spoke out In unusually author- 
itative tones — going so far last year os 
to tell the While House what It should do 
about tho energy crisis and this year 
prodding Congress to act on ethics legis- 
lation. 
• There are some obvious reasons' why 
tho governors might bo moving into a 
period when they will have more impact 
on national politics. Watergate, and the 
loosening grip of tho once-all powerful 
White House In political affairs, Is the 
first that comes to mind. The President's 
troubles have created a kind of political 
vacuum, and both Congress and the gov- 
ernors are moving In to fill It. 


Another explanation Is that the gover- 


nors, In fact, now have moro real power. 
Enactment of General Revenue Shar- 
ing.with the still-possible passage of Spe- 
cial Revenue Sharing as a substitute for 
federal grant funds, puts billions of dol- 
lars into the hands of governors. 


Inasmuch as no state has as powerful 


a bureaucracy as the federal govern- 
ment, governors probably wield more au- 
thority per dollar on the use of this new 
money than the President did when all 
largesse flowed from Washington. 


Governors also have compiled impres- 


sive records In recent years. Most states, 
in stark contrast to the federal govern- 
ment, are operating In the black. Some 
would bo even without revenue sharing. 


Tho states also took the Initiative In 


dealing with tho gasoline shortage last 
winter; at least 40 have responded- to 
Watergate by eanctlng new campaign 
and governmental reform laws; and a 
number have moved with new ideas in 
such fields as environmental protection, 
education, transportation and welfare. 


Now the governors are organizing both 


a liaison staff to -represent the National 
Governors Conference in discussions of 
proposed new national policies and a 
"think tank" to bring state officials to 
Washington* to work out new program 
Ideas. 


They may also try to change tho rela- 


tionship between themselves and tho 
presidency. Terry Sanford, former gover- 
nor of North Carolina, suggested at this 
year's conference that they enlist the 
President In a Chief Executives' Confer- 
ence, which would meet with him half a 
dozen times a year in working sessions 
to exchange information and Ideas. 


That, said Sanford, could take the 


ploco of the governors' yearly meeting in 
Washington which has become an occa- 
sion for donning tuxedoes, eating White 
House cooking and listening to the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet officials brag about the 
administration's record. 


Gov. Calvin Hampton of Utah the new 


chairman of the conference, promptly 
endorsed Sanford's Idea. Its Implementa- 
tion, he noted delicately, might have to 
wait until the President has disposed of 
his current problems, but the concept 
was one that will be pushed. (UPI) /

Front fenders of some models affected 
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Chevy's rusty Vega blues... 


If the lighter doesn't light, the wipers 


don't wipe or the window leaks on your 
1)771 or 1972 Chevrolet Vega, you're out of 
luck. If the front fenders arc rusting, 
Chevrolet dealers may have good news 
for you. 


A massive error In Vega production 


during 1S71 and early 1972 resulted in a 
nut-prone area on the top of each front 
fender. The rust cats gaping holes In the 
fenders from the Inside after severe blis- 
tering of the paint 


The exact cause of the problem Is a 


matter of speculation, but Chevrolet is 
replacing most of the fenders for custom- 
ers who complain, regardless of warran- 
ty periodi. 


Sinn the rusting is not a safety hazard, 


the company Is not required to send out 
recall notices. Each car also Is Judged 
for care |t has received before dealers 
give approval for replacement of the 
parts. A car in generally poor condition 
throughout might not get the new fend- 
ers, according to several local service 
managers and a spokesman from the 
Detroit office. 


DEALERS IN the Northwest suburbs 


havt replaced fenders on about ISO cars, 
according to estimates from Uje service 
managers, although thousands of Vegas 
have been sold In this area. Replacement 
cost was estimated by one body shop em- 
ploye at $140 for both fenders, If the cus- 
tomer hod to pay for the work. 


Dealers have not objected to the repair 


work because Chevrolet Is bearing the 
cost of tho parts and labor. In some 
cases the service manager will request 
Inspection by a factory representative 
before tho repair Is approved. 


A Chevrolet spokesman In Detroit had 


no specific explanation for the problem 
but local service managers had some an- 
swers. Tho most common explanation is 
that the fenders missed the undercooling 
process at tho factory. Other answers In- 
clude the possibility that a different qual- 
ity of steel was used on some of the cars 
or that a small unintended pocket was 
created during assembly, allowing water 
to get In but not flow back out. 


At Mosklns Chevrolet in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, tho estimate Is 30 cars repaired so 
far. They are handled on an appointment 
basis only, to spread the work out among 
other body shop Jobs. Appointments 
there have already extended as for as 
July IS, a spokesman said. Sondag 
Chevrolet In DCS Plalncs has repaired 
about 20 cars, Colonial Chevrolet In 
Schaumburg has had about 50, and Tom 
Todd In Wheeling has had 19. 


THE SUPPLY of replacement fenders 


apparently is sufficient, according to 
spokesmen for the dealers. Some time Is 
occasionally lost while seeking factory 
approval of the repairs, but the Job Itself 
takes only a few hours, one manager 
said. 


A spokesman in Detroit said the rust- 


Ing has been a particular problem In tho

its testy greens, head professional Errle 
Ball calls 'it "a fair golf course. It's the ' 
type of course you'll have to use your 
head on all the 'time. It will probably 
make the pros exhausted mentally be- 
sides physically."

up in Chicago as gentlemanly as 
ever. 


The occasion was Saturday 


night's Team Tennis match be- 
tween the Chicago Aces and tho 
Detroit Loves at tho Lake Shore 
Racquet Club. Rlggs, who Is un- 
der contract with the Aces, 
played a scries of mini-games 
against several women cham- 
pions from tennis clubs around 
the Chicago area. Following tho 
exhibition, tho Aces' largest 
crowd of the season — 3100 — 
saw the hometown favorites fall 
to Roslo Casals' Loves, 28-10. 


And Rlggs reversed roles for 


the evening, "He was a real nice 
guy," said Christine Takoch of 
Wheeling, the club champ at the 
Berkeley Tennis Club In Arling- 
ton Heights. "He wasn't like 
what he seems on television. He 
didn't seem like a bum." 


Ms. Takach, who teaches fifth 


grade at tho Drydcn School in 
Arlington Heights, crossed rack- 
ets with Rlggs In a bcst-of-flve 
points match. "He was rpal nice 
to me — ho look my picture and 
he kissed me afterwards," she 
said. 


As polite as Rlggs was, he

I'll be surprised If someone 
breaks 280. There will be some good 
scores, but holding up for four rounds is 
something else again." 


To give you an Idea of the challenge 


this par 71 hunk of high priced real es- 
tate will present, a look at last year's 
Western Is In'order. Billy Casper fought 
off the field to win at Midlothian Country 
Club with a 272. Although Midlothian Is a 
fine test, Casper finished %12 under par. 
Many others also busted par. 


Only rain could somewhat wreck But- 


ler's four-day picnic, but even soft 
'greens won't allow the pros to have an 
easy time of it. Four dry days would be 
Ideal. 
., "If It drys up and lets the greens get 
bard, It will be very tricky scoring," said 
Ball. 


The greens were damp when I "at- 


tacked" this beautiful monster, allowing 
even my shots to stick on the putting sur- 
face. Still, I turned in the worst score in 
five years of playing the different West- 
ern sites. Never above a 100 before, I 
skied to a score I can't ever remember 
shootlnj; in 17 years of hacking —114!!! 


I'm still a little shellshocked by It. I 


had never gone over 03 at such spots as 


Midlothian, Olympda Fields and Sunset 
Ridge. I only bad the chance to play the 
front nine at famed Medinah's No. 3 
course, but managed to have a 49. And 
that's a real killer course. 


Accompanying me on this pilgrimage 


for past sinful acts (those easy pars on 
lesser courses over the years) was .Rick 
Sanborn, the caddlemaster at Butler. 
Being only 25, in shape and having a 
much more glorious golfing career (a 
district medalist as a Naperville soph- 
omore In '63), I expected Rick to handle 
this course in probably 80 strokes or so. 
No way. 
• , 


Although he,hit a long ball and played 


very well compared to me, he fired a 50 
on the front side to my 57. The first nine 
plays to a par 36, being 3,664 yards long. 


My biggest mistake was hitting my 


best two shots on the first hole. A sur- 
prisingly solid drive was followed by a 
long seven iron to within 15 feet of the 
cup. Since I hadn't bad a birdie all 
spring, I choked on my putt and settled 
for a par — my last'of the day! 


Water comes into, play four times on 


the front nine. I found it three times. The 
woods ate up two other shots. 


Two classic par threes will treat the 


galleries on this nine. The fifth hole, 220 
yards in length, has the green sur- 


WESTERN OPEN 
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rounded on three sides by Teal Lake. 
With the prevailing wind coming Into the 
golfer's face, the pros will probably dis- 
turb the water fowl from time to time 
with splash shots.. 


The eighth hole, 195 yards, Is also an 


alt water "fairway" to the green. It's the 
most picturesque hole on the course, 
somewhat resembling Augusta National's 
famous 16th, 


The back nine proved to be just as for- 


midable for me, but Rick turned in a 
dazzling 40. Needless to say, he was 
proud of his 90 — the lowest he's shot 
there this year. 


Just as'before, I turned In a 57. And, 


like the Heinz commercial, I had 57 vari- 
eties of shots, seven of which were lost. 


As far as special holes are concerned, 


fans might like to watch the pros try to 
handle the 14th and 18th holes. The 14th, 
a par 4,435 yards long, brings them back 
to Teal Lake. They'll learn to hate this 
spot. 


The, 14th fairway looks plenty narrow 


from elevated tees, and It is. It's a dog- 
leg that runs along half the lake with 
woods on the other side of the fairway. A 
slightly mlsplayed second shot will find 
the lake bottom. The same could be true 
of a drive that tries to cut this'"wet leg" 
too closely. 


This is the first of five dandy finishing 


holes. After that comes a par 5 (578 
yards) and three par fours (385, 454 and 
446.) 


Tbe 18th finds Salt Creek at every turn 


of the fairway. The two previous times 
Rick had played this hole, he had hit wa- 
ter three times each. And he's a better 
than average player. I only found it 
once, but it led to a triple bogey. It's a 
slight dogleg which can capture both a 
drive and second shot if either is mis- 
played. 


- 
When we came into the clubhouse, a 


young man who plays for the University 
of Houston met us. He's an outstanding 
golfer from one of the best teams in the 
nation, but he was serious when he asked 
Rick, "Did you break a 100?" 


The Illinois state amateur champion 


played it from the back tees and shot an 
85. He's not alone. There will be pros 
who will find the 80s next week. 


The course record so far is 72 by Ball, 


who added that he's gone "all the way to 
an •82. A lot of times I've put it in my 
pocket." 


If the weather stays nice next week, a 


lot of pros will want to pick up on some 
holes. But'that's a no-no when you play 
for dough. 


When its all over on Sunday, Ball won't 


be the only one saying "the course has 
the potential of becoming one of the 
great courses in America, rating com- 
parison with such fine courses as Medi- 
nah, Oakmont and Winged Foot."

The official record of just how good a 


wrestling coach Ron Bessemer was went 
to ash last June in the fire that •destroyed 
the converted horse barn the Harper ath- 
letic department was operating out of. 


Results have been checked back 


through the years and as far as anybody 
can tell, except for the 1969-70 season, 
Bessemer's teams won'84 meets and lost 
only 13. They are more certain about the 
two state and several conference cham- 
pionships. 


But Bessemer Is in St. Louis this sum- 


mer, beginning his new coaching job at 
Florissant Valley Community College. He 
stated in his resignation letter from Har- 
per, "My stay at Harper has been re- 
warding in many ways despite severe 
problems with facilities." 


At some larger universities severe 


problems with facilities might constitute 
no nets on the basket. At Harper, Besse- 
mer thought practicing In "an overslied 
two-car garage" was a severe problem. 


"Potentially Harper could be one of 


the best athletic junior colleges in the 
country," Bessemer said. "They have 
great kids coming out of fine high 
schools and the staff and coaches there 
are the best. 


"But I was there'six years and it gets 


depressing seeing your program regress. 
The progress made toward adequate fa- 
cilities had slowed to a snail's pace." 


The barn fire, which authorities deter- 


mined had been caused by spontaneous 
combustion, put a large dent In the ad- 
ministration's Master Plan for Harper 
College. 


Dr. Guerin Fischer, Vice President of 


Student Affairs at Harper, describes the 
Master Plan. "The Plan was started In 
1866 as a definite guideline for the con- 
struction of Harper. It emphasised build- 
ing the classrooms and library first. The 
barn was being used as an interim facil- 
Ity. We do have a definite plan for bnlld- 
ing a permanent athletic facility, 
though." 


And when will that be? • 
"That Is still four to five years away," 


Fischer said. 


"The administration could have built a 


temporary facility," Bessemer stated. 
"With the- insurance money they re- 
ceived from the fire, U.S. Steel could've 
built it for $300,000." 
• "Besides housing the athletic depart- 
meat," Fischer said, "we had thousands

and thousands of dollars worth of other 
equipment that wasn't related to athlet- 
ics which was lost in the fire. The money 
was needed to replace that. 


"We also consulted with the architects 


who designed Harper and their opinion 
was that an interim facility would have 
cost more than the insurance received. 


"Within a month of the fire." Fischer 


continued, "we had acquired funds from 
the Senate under Emergency Appropria- 
tions to replace the barn. However, the 
money was vetoed by Governor (Daniel) 
Walker. 
1 "Shortly after, a group of Harper rep- 
resentatives, Including President (Dr. 
Robert) Lahti, met with Governor Walk- 
er. Ho saw a need and was very sympa- 
thetic to our problem but money for ath- 
letic facilities Is being given a low prior- 
ity at all levels of the state. 


"Still, I feel Harper made a significant 


attempt to have the facility replaced." 


"I was getting a substantial raise and 


a promotion for next year," Bessemer 
said. "This new job puts me right back 
where I was last year. To do that with a 
wife and four kids, there has to be poten- 
tial In this job. 


"I feel It is a step up. There is a sup- 


port here from the administration that I 
didn't have at Harper. I felt I was being 
held back. 


"The'staff at Harper." he said, "isn't 


able to fulfill their potential. They're too 
busy with other things. -Those poor guys 
have to drive all over the countryside to 
teach classes. They have to take care of 
^equipment and mark their own fields. All 
outles that could be performed by some- 
one else. 


"There JMUpeopte at Harper who won't 


walk,4wp]iHm a battle," he said. "But 
there would have to be a lot of changes 
made before I'd consider returning. I 
didn't move just to move."

Bobowski's overall record was 6-2 with

Deceiving mark for Hersey nine;

Retiring the Paddock Cup, signifying

Workers protection

cupational environmental health at the 
University of Illinois School of Public 
Health, said approximately 100,000 work- 
ers in the U.S. die each year from illness 
related to hazards faced at work. 


Despite the passage of an occupational 


health law in 1970, federal standards to 
protect workers exist for only 450 of 
some 15,000 chemical substances that are 
suspected of potential danger to health, 
he said. Dr.- Carnow urged Industry lead- 
ers and physicians responsible for the 
health of workers to take all possible 
precautions to prevent undue exposure to 
toxic substances.

Sales of single family homes up 


in April for first time in months 


The volume of existing single family 


home sales for April was 7.6 per cent 
above the volume for the same month of 
1973, reports tho National Association of 
Realtors. This sharp upward trend in 
April follows eight consecutive months in 
which the volume of sales failed to 
match last year's pace. However, thcso 
figures do not as yet reflect the Impact 
of the current money crunch. 


The median sales price of an existing 


homo in April was $31,690 compared with 
$28.490 for the same month a year ago, 
an Increase of 11.2 per cent. 


By price class, 69.3 per cent of the 


existing single family homes sold in tho 
country in April were In the $25,000-and- 


over price class, 24.2 per cent were in 
the S15,000-$24,099 price class and 6.5 per. 
cent were in the icss-than-$15,000 price 
class. These figures arc consistent with a 
long-term trend during which sales of 
homes In the higher price class have in- 
creased, and sales in the middle and low- 
er price classes have decreased. Tho 
apparent reason for the trend is that In- 
flation has pushed tho cost of more 
homes out of tho lower and middle and 
into the higher price class.

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Professional help 


needed to search 


for, destroy termite 


by DOROTHEA BROOKS 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The remodclcr's tools - wall panel- 


Ing, celling systems, new floor covering, siding — can work 
wonders, putting a fresh new face on on old house. 


D.ut, warns Dr. David L. Watson, chief entomologist for 


Velslcol Chemical Corp., Chicago, homo facelifting jobs, par- 
ticularly In basements, can cover up a lot more than old 
boards and bricks, cracked plaster, unsightly pipes and elec- 
trical conduits, shabby paint. Remodeling can hide the evi- 
dence of the subterranean termite. 


"You may not have thought of this," Watson said, "but 


your nice, now dropped ceiling and beautiful wall paneling 
are going to hide many nooks and crannies from sight for 
good. And these are just the kinds of places where early signs 
of termite Infestation occur." 


SUCH SIGNS, ho said, include very tiny pellets, the ex- 


crement of termites, which digest the cellulose content of 
wood, paper, cardboard or cloth; thin mud tubes on basement 
walls or columns, the "tunnels" termites use to get from the 
floor up to wood ceiling joists, window sills and other wood 
parts of a house. 


The presence of tiny wings anywhere is something else to 


look for, Watson advised. "When termites settle in some 
place, usually in late spring or early summer, they don't need 
their wings any more so they simply drop them and burrow 
In. After that, their presence Is difficult to detect because 
they ore silent, and they tunnel around totally concealed. 
They're careful not to disturb the surface appearance of the 
wood, or box, or book they're feeding on. A termite-eaten 
4-by-Moot beam njlght look structurally sound, yet you can 
poke your finger Into it." 


Watson suggests careful termite Inspection as a forerunner 


to any largo remodeling job. A house must be gone over 
carefully from top to bottom, inside and out. Dark areas, 
such as crawl spaces, should be checked with the aid of a 
flashlight. Wood parts should be prodded with a sharp in- 
strument. Look for the physical evidence of termites: the 
excrement, discarded wings, the mud tunnels. 


PROBLEM AREAS that call for extra careful Inspection 


and remedying include wood siding that's in direct contact 
with the ground outside; leaky faucets, inside or out, which 
might provide necessary moisture for termites; firewood or" 
lumber piled directly against the house., 


If you have the slightest doubt, a professional Inspection is 


In order and, Watson says, the cost is nominal. 


To find a reliable firm, he advises looking for a local com- 


pany with an established office location which you can in- 
spect, one which advertises its services and its association 
with the National Pest Control Assn. and the state associ- 
ation. A check with the local Better Business Bureau and 
following up on references given by the firm will provide 
added insurance. 


Beware Itinerant salesmen who appear uninvited, often In 


unmarked trucks, offer free, on the spot, termite Inspection, 
subsequent "evidence" of severe infestation and dire warn- 
ings of what will happen If you don't have extensive treat- 
ment "right away." Wait until you can check further. Tho 
house won't fall down. 


IF TERMITES ore present, however, they must be elimi- 


nated. They con do thousands of dollars worth of damage to a 
homo and Its contents. Watson advises a professional job 
since It requires special skills, training and equipment and 
the handling of chemicals. 


"What tho pest control operator docs," he explained, "Is 


put a chemical barrier around tho house which termites won't 
cross. Those insects outside, living In their subterranean 
nests, won't go through it to get to the house for wood. They 
have to move on or perish from lack of food. 


"If there are termites in the house, they won't cross the 


barrier to get to tho soil for moisture, which they need every 
36 hours. They simply dry up and die." 


Tho areas where termite infestation is moderate to heavy, 


particularly in parts of the country that are fairly warm the 
year around, Watson suggests termite protection 'as a pre- 
ventive. 


IF YOU'RE building a home, he advises, preventive treat- 


ment is simple and inexpensive before the basement floor or 
slab is poured and should be a must. 


In home Improvement jobs that involve room additions with 


new foundations, Watson stresses, wood scraps must not be 
burled along the foundations during backfilling. "They're just 
an invitation to an enemy that attacks five times more homes 
in the United States each year than fires, and docs up to half 
a billion dollars worth of property damage."

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Consider flooding chances when selecting new home 


Every spring and fall. Chicago area 


news media carry reports of heavy rain- 
storms and overflowing creeks that 
cause millions of dollars of damage and 
hours of grief to homeowners In the path 
of the swirling waters. 


"While you can got the Impression 


from these stories that flooding Is an 
over-prcsent danger, the fact Is that 
most now residential communities are 
planned and built to avoid flooding," 
stales William E. Griffin Sr., executive 
vice president of the Hoffman Rosner 
Corp.. diversified construction and devel- 
opment company. 


"What you road about primarily are 


small subdivisions In outlying areas or 
homes on scattered lots In areas where 
little or no flood control measures have 
been taken," ho said. , 


Griffin has some practical advice for 


home-seekers concerned about flooding, 
ndvlce based on 33 years in land dovel- 
noincr's Chicago area communities. 


"If you buy an existing home, look for 


water marks In the basement or lower 
level and around the exterior walls," he 
says. "Chances are that a house that's 
flooded once will flood again, unless sub- 
stantial changes have been made In the 
sewer system In the neighborhood." 


A new home Is something else. Here 


the home-seeker should take time to In- 
vestigate the overall engineering of the 
community In which the home Is located. 
These are the points ho should check. 


1. The home should not bo on a flood 


plain. This Is a large generally flat area 
usually located In the vicinity of a 
stream or natural drainage area which 
floods when the stream or drainage area 
overflows. 


You con find out if your prospective 


new nomc is In a flood plain by checking 
with the local village engineering depart- 
ment, the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
of Chicago, or the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission. 


2. The community should have deten- 


tion basins. These ore usually man-made 
lakes scattered throughout the commu- 
nity. While they also double as aesthetic 
features and may be stocked for fishing 
and used for winter sports, their primary 
purpose Is to hold excess amounts of rain 
water, and with a restricted lake dis- 
charge that gradually discharges the ex- 
cess rain water to the downstream or 


outfall system. 


"The detention basins, must be large 


enough to absorb the run-off from a ma- 
jor rainstorm, not only from an average 
shower," Griffin said. 


Most villages have a design require- 


ment for storm sewer systems for either 
a five-year or ten-year rainfall. Obvious- 
ly, if any degree of protection is to be 
provided for the homeowner, other engi- 
neering considerations should be In- 
corporated in the design of a community. 


The reference to "years" in terms of 


rainfall means that rain of a given In- 
tensity normally occurs only once in that 
number of years, based on data compiled 
by the U.S. Weather Bureau. 


3. The builder should have preserved 


the natural contours of the land in rolling 
terrain or have reshaped the land for 
positive drainage in flat land. 


This may be hard for an average 


home-seeker to evaluate. One way to de- 
termine that is to compare the builders' 
land with the land around it. If the sur- 
rounding land is relatively rolling and 
the builder's land is flat, chances are he 
has upset the natural drainage pattern. 
But if the builder's land Is gently coun- 
toured; it's a good bet he has followed 
and or improved Mother Nature. 


"A conscientious builder will make ev- 


ery effort to contour the land so as to 
direct storm drainage into detention 
lakes, existing creeks, and drainage 
ways," Griffin said. "In some cases, he 
may enlarge drainage ways, straighten, 
or clean out obstructions, but he should 
never cover them up." 


4. Streets should be "dayllghted." This 


refers specifically to dead-end or cul-de- 
sac'strects, particularly in a valley or at 
the bottom of a hill. "Daylightlng" 
moans that any water that collects in the 
street can flow down another positive 
drained street or through a drainage 
swall Into a nearby creek or detention 
basin, instead of backing Into a home or 
basement. 


"Where you see such streets, see If. you 


con determine where the drainage pat- 
tern leads to," Griffin said. "If there is 
no overland drainage relief, the nearby 
homes may flood." 


5. The community should have,sepa- 


rate sanitary and storm sewers. Some 
communities don't; they have one com- 
bined system that takes care of both. As

a result, when a rainfall of heavy In- 
tensity develops the .sewer system cannot 
handle the flow and residents find their 
house sewer service backing up. 


Supsequently, such communities often 


Install a separate system at great cost to 
the taxpayers. Having a separate system 
to start with reduces the back-up prob- 
lem and saves added taxes later. 


6. Homes should be properly sited 


above street level, with upward sloping 
driveways. 


The lowest habitable level of the home 


should be one to two feet higher than the 
street level, Griffin advises. This means 


building up the level of the land the 
home* sits on, an expensive step but a 
necessary one to keep the home dry. Be 
especially wary of homes with depressed 
garages and downward sloping drive- 
ways. 


7. Homes should have swales between 


them. Swales are small hardly noticeable 
depressions between homes. They chan- 
nel rain water around and away from the 
homes. Even if your neighbor's home Is 
on higher ground than yours, if there's a 
swale, you'll be protected against any 
run-off entering your home. 


8. Overhead plumbing is desirable. 


This is easy to spot. Just look for the 
black cast or iron PVC sewer lines on 
the underside of the first floor and verify 
that .it leaves the home above the base- 
ment floor level. Also, look for sump 
pumps in homes with basements. 


"A home that's built above street level 


and with overhead plumbing is in a good 
position to remain dry," Griffin said. "If 
there is any sanitary sewage back-up It 
should first emerge in the street, which 
is below the level of the plumbing fix- 
tures connected to the overhead sewer." 


9. The builder should have a good 


record and be able to support his claims 


of "no flooding." , 
- You can't rely on the village or county 
alone to give you assurance, since in 
many cases, local requirements call for 
minimum flooding protection. This is not 
to be confused with state Environmental 
Protection Agency requirements wjiich 
pertain to sewage treatment, not flood- 
ing. 


"The builder who spends more on flood 


control may have to charge a bit more 
for his homes," Griffin said. "But the 
slight extra cost is more than worth it in 
peace of mind, and it's an even better 
substitute for flood insurance."

mercial mall users." 


Tho report, written by Post staffer 


Ronald Kessler, quoted a transcript of a 
high level meeting of postal officials in 
1969 when a dlclslon was made to end tho 
practice of employing workers overnight 
to sort Incoming first class mall. 


The decision was made to avoid paying 


overtime wages. But such wages were 


continued for night workers to sort 
"junk" mall and other mall .with lower 
postage than first class.

ACCORDING TO the transcript obtain- 


ed by the. Post, an assistant postmaster 
general, Frank J. Nunlist, told regional 
postal officials: 


"Now If we .announce that we are go- 


ing to do this, there are 700,000 guys 
(postal workers) that are going to run to 
their congressmen and.say, 'You can't 
have a postal corporation; these guys 
are not going to serve the American 
people.1"

from discriminating against or favoring 
any mail user in terms of postage rates 
or handling. 


The Post cited a study by the U.S. 


Postal Rate Commission indicating that 
first class mail users have been over- 
charged by two cents per letter, and that 
second, third and'fourth class mail have 
carried an undercharge. 


SINCE THE 1989 decision was made, 


the Post said; first class mall has been 
slowed 14 per cent to 23 per cent, while 
the pride for first class service has risen 
68 per cent. 


Last year, according to figures obtain- 


ed by the Post, the Postal Service's ad- 
vertising department spent I2V4 million 
on advertising to convince the public that 
it actually is getting better postal ser- 
vice. 


One of the claims the Postal Service 


has been making Is that third class mail 
pays for itself. But the Post found that a 


change 'in the method of reporting its 
costs is what enabled the Postal Service 
to transform a $152 million loss on junk 
mall Into a $407 million profit. Those fig- 
ures both refer to the fiscal year, 1970. 


When Postmaster Gen.' Elmer .T. Idas- 


sen was interviewed by the.Wall Street 
Journal about the firat class postage hike 
from 8 to 10 cents, Klassen said that first 
class mail was beating the brunt of total 
postage rate hikes because "to the house- 
wife mailing six or eight letters and bills 
a month, tiiat's insignificant." 


"I'M MORE concerned about the big 


mall user ... Big mall users are much 
more vocal." 


The Post series has set off a frenzy of 


activity In Congress, where bills to re- 
peal or amend the Postal Reorganization 
Act of 1970 are hurriedly being prepared. 
Most would in one way or another rees- 
tablish greater Congressional control 
over the post office. 


Which may not be much of a solution, 


but it could hardly make the situation 
any worse.

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Superstars among garden insects 


Mama and baby ladybird beetle an 


such an unlikely pair that one might 
wonder if papa isn't the milkman^ 


While the adult ladybug ls a Volkswag- 


en shaped, harmless-looking polka-dotted 
chub, the larvae are blue or black with 
orange markings and look like a brightly r 
colored alligator. 


If you are encouraging beneficial bugs 


In your garden, you should;be able to 
recognize the young ladybug when you 
see it 


Several years ago in Prairie Park, a 


woman who had never gardened before 
told me she had spent the better part of 
a morning killing all of the blue and or- 
ange "alligators" In her vegetable plot. I, 
hated to tell her she was knocking off the 
good bugs. 


LADYBUGS DONT eat plants - they 


eat plant pests. They are meat eaters — 
not leaf eaters. These greedy little glut- 
tons chow up on aphlds, red spiders, 
weevils, potato beetle eggs and chinch 
bugs, as well as scale, flea hoppers, corn 
ear worms, mealy bugs. Ladybugs prowl 
for food. When they run out, the con- 
vergence ladybugs (our most popular 
kind) hibernate together in beds in the 
hills where they can be scooped up and 
taken where then is food 


On the average, the cost of ladybugs is . 


less than half the cost of poison. 


Probably no other beneficial Insect 


shares the popularity of the ladybug, un- 
less it is the praying mantis. 


Praying mantis grow to a mammoth 


five inches. They do not bite, are harm- 
less to humans and can be picked up 
gently, but not from behind. They have a 
voracious appetite for aphlds, files, small 
caterpillars and other soft-bodied insects.

As they grow, they take on grasshoppers, 
large beetles,and have even been known 
to tackle a lizard. A lot of people ask me 
whether praying mantis eat ladybugs. 
The answer Is no because ladybugs taste 
bitter. (Note that this is a second-hand 
news source — I have never tasted one 
myself.) 


MANTIS ARE POOR fliers and walk 


slowly. They stay put if there is enough 
to eat, lying in wait for their prey and 
moving their forelegs to make a grab at 
passing targets. They have been known 
to startle cats and dogs, but oddly 
enough mantis are deathly afraid of red 
ants. 


Since no insect zoo is complete without 


them, I was surprised to find new arriv- 
als recently when my praying mantis co- 
coons hatched. It looked like a mini- 
cattle stampede. At birth, mantis re- 
semble mosquitoes. The Good family got 
a lot of mileage out of the newborn man- 
tis, driving them all over town to show 
them off. The only wrinkle was when pie 
cover of their home fell off when the car 
took a eharp turn and hundreds of man- 
tis started crawling over the seats of my 
car. 


LUCKILY, TRAFFIC wasn't heavy 


and with some assistance from neigh- 
bors, the mantis were scooped up and as 
soon as possible moved to their per- 
manent home in the euonymous bushes, 
where they are currently shifting for 
themselves and are now about two inches 
long. 


The biggest disadvantage to hatching 


mantis Indoors is trying to catch food for 
them the first couple of days. After a 
per?on catches a couple dozen gnats buz- 
zing around a night light, he begins to 
question his mental stability.

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Summer time picnic foods 
require special attention 


Summer it the natural season for casu- 


al outdoor meals. Unfortunately, careless 
handling of food may turn a picnic Into a 
disaster. The Incidence of spoiled foods 
generally Increases with fair weather. 
Many homomakcrs tend to' forget that 
picnic and outdoor party foods need pro- 
tection and extra attention during warm 
weather. A few precautions may keep 
bacteria from ruining your summer fun. 


A general rule of thumb is to keep 


foods hot or cold — not In-between. This 
means keeping them at temperatures 
lower than 40 degrees or higher than 140 
degrees. At home, storage In your refrig- 
erator or freezer is a must for per- 
ishablcs like meat, poultry or potato sal- 
ad when you're not cooking or serving 
them. 


Picnics call for plenty of ice In a well- 


insulated cooler. Leave foods in the cool- 
er until you're ready to cook or servo 
them. And, find a shady spot for the cool- 
er—the Ice inside will last longer. 


At homo or away, start food prepara- 


tions with clean hands, clean utensils and 
a clean work area. Then, be sure to wash 
with soup and hot water anything that 
touches raw meat or poultry before you 
let it como in contact with cooked or 
rcady-to-iervo foods. Otherwise, you 
spread bacteria — which are present on 
raw meat or poultry, as on almost every- 
thing around us - to Items that won't be 
subject to cooMrig temperatures that kill 
bacteria. 


Washing your hands aand utensils can 


be a problem outdoors, especially on pic- 
nics. So, use something disposable — like 
wax paper to protect your hands when

Ground meat should always be cooked 
all the way through just as poultry and 
pork products. 


Cook meat, poultry and fish slowly. 


Longer cooking over low heat means less 
shrinkage and more thorough cooking. 
Use coals for outdoor cookery rather 
than a roaring fire. 


Once you're-through eating, put left- 


overs back in the refrigerator or cooler 
right away. If picnicking, check to see 
that'there's enough Ice or Ice water left 
to keep those leftovers cool and safe till 
you can get them home and into tho.re- 
frigerator or freezer again. 
Salmonella and pcrfringens are tho two 
main'culprits at a picnic or barbecue. 
These bacteria may not leave any tell- 
tale signs of their presence such as off- 
taste or odors In food. And, unfortunate- 
ly, symptoms of the illness may not ap- 
pear until many hours after con- 


taminated food is eaten. 


She combines ease and taste appeal

Although Mrs. Raymond Lohr of Ar- 


lington Heights has been .active In the 
teaching profession for many yean, ahe 
enjoys cooking:and attended Antoinette 
Pope's cooking school when H was held 
in the basement of her home. 


Because of her career, Helen Lohr nev- 


er had time to fuss and-prefers simple 
recipes that taste good. 


Her favorite recipe, which she has 


used all her married life, is for Crescent 
Rolls. Unlike conventional yeast nils, 
the dough is rolled out several times with • 
butter between the layers, similar to puff 
pastry. It requires five rollings which 
can be done anytime during the day at 
your convenience, with a wait of any- 
where from ten minutes to severe) hours 
between each rolling. 


Refrigerated overnight, (he dough is 


rolled out, formed into crescents and left 
to rise for an hour before baking. "The 
recipe sounds- difficult, but once you 
make the rolls you'll realize how simple 
they are," she said reassuringly, "and it 
makes the most buttery and flaky rolls 
imaginable." 


The crescents are en excellent accom- 


paniment for a Molded Tuna Fish Salad, 
one of Helen's summertime luncheon 
specialties. Crabmeat or shrimp may be 
substituted for the tuna, which is com- 
bined with celery, pimiento, green pep- 
per, olives, hard boiled egg, salad dress- 
ing and seasontagsi Unflavored gelatin is 
used as the congealing agent. 


Helen uses small, individual fish 


molds, however, the recipe can easily be 
doubled to accommodate a large mold. 
Broccoli or asparagus may abo be 
served, or simply potato chips and 
stuffed celery. 


Also refreshing for the summer months 


is Pineapple Cheese Mold served as an 
accompaniment for dinner or as dessert 
It consists of crushed pineapple, cream 
cheese and sugar combined with unfla- 
vored gelatin, whipped cream and nuts. 
The mixture may be turned into a large 
mold or small molds. For dessert, Helen 
uses individual ring molds, arranging 
fresh fruit such as blng cherries or 
peaches in the center. Or. it is an ideal 
salad for a ham, beef or turkey dinner. 


Helen's favorite dessert is a-unique 


Fudge Pie. The ingredients are simf,ar 
to those used in brownies, but are baked 
in a glass pie pan and refrigerated over- 
night. Very rich and fudgie in texture, 
the pie is cut in small wedges and served 
garnished with whipped cream. 


Along with teaching, Helen has never 


lacked for hobbles. A member of the Ce- 
ramics Guild, she has two kilns and is 
currently working on a 100 piece dinner 
set. Helen also enjoys sewing, particular- 
ly lingerie, and flower arranging. 


The Lohrs have two children: a son, 


Ray Jr., who is teaching and studying at 
Northern Illinois University, and a mar- 
rlcd daughter, Karen Puckett of 
Dcerflcld. 


CRESCENT ROLLS 


% ounce fresh yeast 
2 cups sifted flour 


1/8 teaspoon salt

Crumble yeast into sifted dry in- 


gredients and mix well. Add cold milk 
and mix to make a soft dough.

Roll dough into a long, narrow 
strip, about 16 inches long, 8 Inches wide 
and 1/3 Inch thick. 


Divide butter into five portions. Thinly- 


slice 1/5 of the butter and arrange over 
half of the dough. Fold over remaining 
half and press down. Let stand In refrig- 
erator. Repeat process four more times. 
This may be done anytime with rest peri- 
ods from ten minutes to several hours. 
Refrigerate dough overnight. 


The next day, divide dough in half and 


roll each half to the size of a dinner 
plate. Brush with melted butter. Cut 
each round Into 8 wedge-shaped pieces. 
Roll up from wide side to the point. 
Place on greased cookie sheet, cover 
with waxed paper and let rise one hour. 
Bake at 400 degrees for 20 minutes. 
Makes 16 crescent rolls.

Now is the time to give your rotlsserie 


a spin. The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture's Agricultural Marketing Service ad- 
vises that beef is expected to continue in 
relatively large supply as the summer 
season opens. 


Follow a few simple rules, then relax 


and watch your meal whirl its way to- 
ward culinary triumph. 


First choose large, compact roasts — 


beef rolled rib, rolled rump, eye of the 
round, and sirloin tip roasts — which are 
regular in shape to keep the patisserie 
rotating evenly. To insure even cooking, 
mount the roast securely so that it does 
not slip as the rotisserie turns. Insert 
the rod lengthwise through the center of 
the roast and test for balance by rotating 
it in the palm of your hands. 


Use low to moderate temperatures to 


keep the roast juicy and tender. When 
barbecuing outdoors place a pan under 
the meat so that drippings do not fall on 
coals and cause smoke or flame-ups. 
. Cooking time will vary from two to 
four hours, depending on the size and 
shape of the roast, cooking temperature, 
and desired degree of doneness. Since 
cooking temperature is a factor, a roast 
cooked on an outdoor rotisserie may take 
longer on a breezy day than a calm one. 


Use a meat thermometer and insert it 


at an angle or through the end of the 
roast. The tip should be in the center of 
the lean, not in the fat or touching the 
rod. Check to see the thermometer clears 
rotisserie equipment and drip pan as it 
rotates. 


In addition to roast beef, the rotisserlo 


is also great for cooking ribs and fixing 
beef kabobs. For families whose menu 
has been going in circles, a rotisserie 
teamed with tasty beef cuts can give din- 
ing a delectable new twist

This refreshing quality of Integri- 
ty which van der Velden brings to pastry 
production is not about to bo sold out for 
Aort cuts and mass production. 
: Dick van der Velden is the first to ad- 
fttt that great chefs are not born. It 
takes long, often frustrating, hours of 
study and practice, van der Velden, who 
fias been studying since age 14, feels that 
fticcess is possible in any field only If 
on« continues to learn. 


VAN DER VELDEN recently assumed 


the position of pastry chef for restau- 
rants of Arlington Park Towers and 
O'Hare International Hotels with an im- 
pressive list of credentials. He holds 
master's degrees in bread and pastry 
Baking from his native country, Holland. 
His decorative show .pieces have won 
various first prizes In national and inter- 
national exhibitions In Europe, Puerto 
BJco and Miami, Fla. 


'• Though van der Velden has a winning 
flair for showmanship, it is with a natu- 
ral, unassuming quality that he speaks of 
himself and his work. "There was a time 
when I froze before a camera or au- 
dience," he said with his charming Hol- 
land accent. Today, self-confidence and a 
finely developed skill make him at ease 
before any audience. 
1 van der Velden also has the particular 
knowledge to communicate quickly for 
peak production. Thus, as the pastry 
shop opens it will be fresh European pas- 
tries coming from the ovens. "We'll 
create real napoleons, pies, pastries and 
tjutter cream cakes," insists the chef. 


•WORKING FOR perfection means 
communication. As van der Velden 
trains his assistants, it is with confidence 
rithcr than assertion. 


DIRK A. van dir Velden talks of his 
lifo and goals as a pastry chef. 


"It was once believed that chefs could 


only holler and could not talk," said van 
der Velden. "But that's not the way to 
communicate knowledge." 


He Is striving for a total effort from his 


pastry shop and declares that certain 
managerial persons understand that he 
is not In the business of assembly line 
pastries. 


People's taste has so degenerated, said 


van der Velden, that it's time to re-edu- 
cate them with quality, • 


Speaking of the trend towards mass- 


produced baked goods, van der Velden, 
cited a diminishing breed of bakers. He 
feels there's a general lack of patience 
among many potential pastry chefs and 
a loss of the age-old characteristic of 
pride In one's work. 


RECALLING HIS professional begin- 


nlngs and the long trek to success, van 
der Velden related the. situation in Eu- 
rope during the .'40s. Professional bakers 
in Europe* were highly skilled before the 
war, he said; but worked for low wages 
and for long hours. After the war, people 
could get better pay in other jobs. 


"Only the flunkies stayed on," he 


laughed.

plishments is the decorative art of sugar 
blowing, van der Velden Is among the 
few chefs today who still practice this 
delicate art. 


Basically, sugar blowing consists of 


sugar, water and cream of tartar— the' 
same ingredients used for taffy. But af- 
ter cooking, any similarity ends. Hie hot 
mixture is poured onto a marble slab for 
a short cooling period. Using a wooden 
stick van der Velden works the mixture 
into a ball, then with a wooden spool-like 
instrument blows the sugar to form a 
crystal-like vase. -Free-formed roses 
from pulled sugar'are added 'for the fin- 
ished effect. 
i 


VAN DER VELDEN made a presenta- 


tion of ghls art for the culinary arts sa- 
lon demonstrations held recently at the 
National Restaurant Association's res- 
taurant, hotel-motel show. However, at a 
practice session in his new pastry shop 
he provided a detailed explanation of the 
art along with .insight into his profession. 


van der Velden makes it sound easy. 


Simply scoop out some sugar, he said. 
"Add water till it looks like wet sand, 
and a pinch of cream of tartar." But ob- 
viously this is no project for an amateur. 


The ingredients are cooked to 320 de- 


grees and cooled on the marble slab to a 
temperature of 200 degrees before van 
der Velden picks up the mixture. "My 
hands get burned In and develop a resis- 
tance to the high heat," he explained. 
But there were still blisters. 


WHEN THE SUGAR is worked to a 


suitable consistency, the chef uses much 
the same technique as glass-blowers to 
form the vase. He applies a coating of 
clear lacquer to preserve the piece. 


"It costs nothing for the materials," 


said van der Velden of the pull sugar 
pieces. "But time Is valuable," he added; 
noting that big show pieces could take as 
much as five hours work. 


As well as the sugar blowing, van der 


Velden is accomplished In making show 
pieces and cake decorations from marzi- 
pan and gumpaste.

'procrastination' charged

Restoration erf the Aspen drainage 


ditch In Lake County still Is not com- 
plete, despite assurances by Buffalo 
Grove and Levitt and Sons officials that 
It would bo taken care of early this 
tyring. 


The open ditch, which lies between 


Twisted Oak Lane and Aspen Court Is a 
"potential safety hazard" according to 
residents in the area. The residents said 
Levitt, developer of the Strathmore sub- 
division, had not made improvements to 
the ditch promised at the time their 
homes were purchased. 


Following protests, village and Levitt 


officials met and agreed on a plan for 
eliminating the hazards and making the 
ditch more attractive. It's been almost a 


year now, and the ditch still has not been 
completed. 


Work on the ditch was originally sched- 


uled to be completed last October. Vil- 
lage officials blamed delays in work on 
"procrastination" by Levitt. 


THE DITCH work was started last fall, 


but was halted after residents com- 
plained that It was not being done prop- 
erly. By the time the village and devel- 
oper resolved the matter, it was winter 
and too late to do any further work. 


Harry Sleek, of Levitt said about six 


weeks ago that work was "scheduled to 
resume In a few days and probably 
would be completed in five to seven good 
days." 


He said Wednesday the work was not 


finished because there has been too 
much rain. "We arc working in a ditch 


Glass may seek changes 
in open-meetings law

State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northflcld, 


is considering sponsoring legislation next 
fall to clarify the Illinois Open Meetings 
Act at the request of School Dlst. 21 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


The law has become a subject 01 con- 


troversy In recent months, following on 
interpretation of the statute by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott that Is unpopu- 
lar with school and other governmental 
officials. 


The Open Meeting Law is to be dis- 


cussed at a special meeting of 
Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 school 
board at 8 p.m. Tuesday at Keller 
Junior High School, 820 Bode Rd., 
Schaumburg. 


Dlst. 84 Attorney Frank Hlnes and 


Ronald Booth of the Illinois Assn. of 
School Boards will present their inter- 
pretation of the law and discuss Scott's 
opinion and its effects on school board 
procedures. 


THE OPEN Meeting Act provides that 


school boards and other governmental 
units may discuss only matters per- 
taining to personnel, land acquisition or 
pending litigation behind closed doors. 


The main point of Scott's Interpretation 


of the law that Irks governmental offi- 
cials is his opinion that the right for pub- 
lic bodies to discuss personnel in private 
does not Include evaluation of employes. 


According to Scott's opinion, issued 


March 22, complaints against an em- 
ploye and collective bargaining are pos- 
sible "executive-session" topics. How- 
ever, discussion of working conditions, 
hours of employment or salaries should 
be discussed In public meetings. 


Glass said Wednesday he feels the law 


needs to be clarified and added that be 
thinks Scott "went pretty far in inter- 
preting the language" of the statute. 


"SCOTT'S OPINION tends to at least 


put in question the right of school boards 
to discuss personnel policies in closed 
session," Glass said. "It's pretty hard to 
divorce personnel from policies and if 
the meetings have to be open, it could 
restrict discussion." 


Although Scott's opinion does not have 


the effect of law, it will be used as a 
guide to interpret the law until amen- 
datory legislation is passed such as Gill 
proposes or someone challenges Scott's 
ruling and a court offers another opinion. 


In asking Glass to sponsor a measure 


to clarify the Open Meetings Act, Gill 
said Tuesday ho basically is concerned 
that Scott's ruling could mean that open 
discussions of an employe's performance 
could bring out Information that poten- 
tially could be harmful to on individual 
even If he Is not dismissed. 


"What I'm talking about here is 


matching the right of the individual to 
privacy with the right of the public to 
know," GUI said.'"A man's reputation 
could be ruined by statements mode in a 
public meeting." 


GILL SAID HE would like to see the 


Illinois General Assembly adopt amen- 
datory legislation that would broaden the 
Open Meetings Act, bringing the mea- 
sure more in lino with a more'liberal 
Wisconsin state statute. 


The Wisconsin statute provides that 


governmental bodies may meet in closed 
session on personnel matters when con- 
sidering "employment, dismissal, pro- 
motion, demotion, compensation, licens- 
ing or discipline.of any public employe 
or person licensed by a state board or 
commission or the 
Investigation • of 


charges against such person, unless on 
open meeting is requested by the em- 
ploye or person charged, Investigated or 
otherwise under discussion."

last winter if Levitt does not complete 
work this spring, the village will begin 
slowing down the issuance of building 
permits for Levitt's Strathmore Grove 
subdivision. 


There was a building permit slowdown 


lost fall, but the village lifted it with the 
understanding that the ditch work would 
be completed this spring. Larson was un- 
available for comment Wednesday on 
what action, if any, he planned to take to 
expedite progress on the ditch. 


According to Seaberg, workers so far 


have cleaned and graded the bottom of 
the ditch and eliminated the standing wa- 
ter.

IN ADDITION, a small retaining wall•

Kohnke said. 


WILLIAMS, WHO will appear in court 


June 26 on the Mount Prospect charges, 
has been linked by physical evidence and 
questioning with the 22 burglaries and at- 
tempts in Elk Grove Village, Kohnke 
said. .

The Elk Grove Village series of cat 


burglaries began in mid-May, including 
one instance where the cat burglar en- 
tered a home with 12 persons and a dog 
asleep and took $36 in cash from a purse 
and wallet.

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Repairs at Berkshire Trace 'under way' 


The management at the Berkshire 


Trace apartments in Buffalo Grove have 
been "working feverishly" in the last 
month to correct building-code violations 
at the complex, Chief Inspector William 
Dcttmcr said Wednesday. 


"Some work still remains to be done, 


but the management seems to be making 
a sincere effort to meet all the village's 
requests," Dettmer said. 


About, five weeks ago Dettmer said 


conditions at the 15-buildlng complex had 
deteriorated to the point of being a "sev- 
ere safety hazard" to its residents. He 
said he would condemn some of the 
buildings if repairs were not made. 


The management has been given until 


Monday to complete the repairs. "If they 
don't have the repairs done by then 
they'll be in my office explaining why," 
Dettmer sold. "But if they continue to 


cooperate I might extend the deadline a 
few days." 


SINCE THE REPAIRS were ordered, 


a number of balconies and fire doors 
have been replaced. Dettmer said many 
of the balconies had rotted and numerous 
fire doors had been severely damaged. 


Work at the complex also includes re- 


pairing and replacing roofing, firewalls 
and pavements and doing landscaping 
and painting. 


Dettmer said If the repairs and mainte- 


nance work are not finished within a rea- 
sonable length of time, the owners of the 
complex will be Issued citations. 


According to Buffalo Grove Police the 


apartment complex, located northwest of 
Dundee and Arlington Heights roads, has 
been subjected to repeated vandalism. 
Sgt. Kenneth Blanchette said recently 
there are more thefts and cases of van-

dalism at Berkshire Trace than at any 
other apartment complex in the village. 


AT THE TIME conditions at the apart- 


ments were disclosed, Dettmer said its 
residents were "literally tearing the 
buildings apart." He said some things 
that had just been repaired already had 
been damaged again. 


Conditions at the apartments began to 


deteriorate rapidly late last year, Det- 
mer said, when the owners, Kassuba 
Development Corp., of Oak Brook, filed 
bankruptcy. After that, he said, the firm 
made few repairs and fell behind in 
maintenance. 


The delays in making repairs resulted 


because all expenditures had to be ap- 
proved by a court of law. About two 
weeks ago, the firm announced that an- 
other corporation Intends to purchase 
most of its housing developments. 
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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


Fireflies — those flickering little Insects that put sparkle 


Into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" In research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonlk, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection-is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily In Iowa and Oregon. • 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies - also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered'among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent In this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone Interested in collecting the 
beetles Is asked to register with Antonlk for official Instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Bex 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Antonlk Is used to screen 


Infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
nemo-muscular disease that leaves Its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease in this country. 
, 


The cause of muscular dystrophy is unknown and so is a 


cure for it. But Antonlk notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 
' 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting'muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding .a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to-the mixture, "it can'be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method Is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an Infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonlk said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year,-two incidents of muscular, 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers Included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly:chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used Inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and In the diagnosis of myocardial infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

said had walked away recently from tho

Using the imagination, a child can 


change the shape of bis body, his looks 
and his actions as easily'as one changes 
clothes.

who a second ago needed help tying his 
tennis shoe. 


Anything Is possible In the mind of a 


child and this summer a group of young- 
sters is getting the chance to try it all In 
a creative dramatics class at Alcott 
School in Dist. 21, Buffalo Grove. 


AGE MAKES no: difference in' this 


class where the kids range in years from 
five to 12. The important thing that* all 
have in common is the youthful in- 
nocence that doesn't know the meaning 
of inhibition. 


Wednesday, the second day of the sum- 


mer school class, the classroom became 


. a huge circus tent. There were three 
rings filled with the antics of clowns ca- 
vorting under the big top, competing for. 
the audience's 'attention with laughing 
seals, squealing monkey? and ferocious 
lions and tigers. 
• 


"This Is the best time to start kids in 


this kind of thing," said Gail Shandler, 
who teaches the class along with Cathy 
Francia. Both are amateur actresses 
themselves and are currently involved In 
a production in Rogers Park. 


"The kids reafly have a lot of great 


ideas — their imaginations haven't been 
stifled yet," Miss Shandlecr continued, 
dodging a lion in a T-shirt as he dutifully 
jumped through his trainer's imaginary 
hoop. 


Laughing, she pointed at a sixth-grade 


seal 
who clapped delightedly as he 


caught a fish in his mouth. "Sec," she 


said, "They're willing to do anything — 
you couldn't get older kids'to do that." 


THE CIRCUS is a beginning for these 


kids who, over the course of the next sev- 
eral weeks, will be encouraged to act out 
their imaginations In skits, pantomimes 
and mini-productions involving all of 
their senses in dramatic expression. Oth- 
er kinds of expression are also to be ex- 
plored. 


"We're open to a lot of things here and

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Improved freshman programs urged for Stevenson High 


High School Dist. 123 citizens' com- 


miltees are urging Improvements In the 
freshmen studies curriculum and guid- 
ance programs at Stevenson High School, 
PnbtoVtar. 


Committees were named two months 


ago to evaluate the freshmen studies, 
guidance and mathematics programs. 
The freshmen studies and guidance com- 
mittees reported to the school board last 
Monday night. The math committee will 
make Its recommendations at a future 
board session. 


"Strong English and math programs 


are a necessity," according to the fresh- 
men studies committee report. "In Eng- 
lish, the curriculum should be upgraded 
to Include more emphasis on classic 
works in literature, poetry and drama." 


The committee also recommended that 


more emphasis be placed on material and 
techniques used In college entrance ex- 
aminations, vocabulary and writing abili- 
ty. 
' "Above-overage and superior students 
'.ihould be motivated to feel some pres- 


sure to work near limits of the capabil- 
ities," the report said. 


ON THE MATH section of the fresh- 


men studies program, the committee 
agreed to a recent change In the pro- 
gram which removed algebra from the 
thematic approach and established It as 
a traditional course. 


The committee Indicated It felt the pre- 


sent freshman science program Is "rele- 
vant to the everyday experience and suf- 
ficiently wide In coverage to continue in 
its present form." 


Jerrold Pachman, a member of the 


committee-who presented the report to 
(he Dist. 125 school board, said Hi group 
had visited New Trier East High School 
In DCS Plalnes to compare its curriculum 
with freshmen subjects taught at Steven- 
son. 


"The freshmen studies English pro- 


gram seems to lack qualities of sub- 
.stance and rigor associated with even the 
below average ability level of the fresh- 
man level English program at New Trier 
East," Pachman said. In the science 
area, however, Pachman said Stevenson 


offered wider subject coverage than New 
Trier. 


IN OTHER SECTIONS of the report, 


the freshmen studies committee urged 
that less emphasis be placed on field 
trips during school hours, particularly 
those that promote social rather than 
academic values. 


The committee added that options 


should be offered to parents who want to 
enroll their children In a more tradition- 
al, structured program. 


Dist. 125 Supt. Harold Banser said he 


had been considering an alternative pro- 
gram for some time and added that al- 
gebra has already been established as a 
traditional course within the freshmen 
studies program for next year. Banser 
said' he would consider offering other 
subjects In freshmen studies In the same 
traditional manner. 


FINALLY, THE freshmen studies com- 


mittee recommended that a professional 
consultant be hired to evaluate the pro- 
gram and suggest changes. 


The guidance study committee pre- 


sented 16 recommendations for Improv- 


ing the Stevenson guidance department. 


One of the committee's recommenda- 


tions was to lease a computer to provide 
students with accurate, up-to-date infor- 
mation on colleges, scholarships and ca- 
reers. / 


Earlier In the meeting, the board voted 


to tie into an established computer, pro- 
gram at Niles Township High School 
which would give Stevenson students that 
information. . 


OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS by the 


guidance committee included boosting 
the present graduation requirements to 
include four years of English, two years 


of history and a combination of three 
years of math and/or science. 


The committee favored reestablishing 


a tracking system (bat would place stu- 
dents in courses by ability level. 


In 'addition, the committee said stu- 


dents should be encouraged to remain in 
school for a full four years, freshmen 
should be counseled by the guidance de- 
partment before entering high school, an 
advisory system should be established 
for all grades, home visits should be 
made by the advisors at least once a 
year and parents should be encouraged 
to meet with their children's advisor at 


least twice a year. 


The committee also recommended that 


a reorganization of the guidance depart- 
ment should include a new student as- 
'signment system that would permit the 
counselor to remain with the student 
throughout his four years in high school. 


Like the freshmen studies committee, 


the guidance committee also asked that 
an outside consultant be employed to 
evaluate the present program. 


> The recommendations of all citizens1 
committees will be further discussed in a 
meeting set for 8 p.m., Monday, July 8 at 
Stevenson.

Race's boat was used In ear- 
lier unsuccessful searches of the Chicago 
River for the Andrews' I960 Oldsmobllc. 


THE ANDREWS, of 738 S. Vail, van- 


ished May 15, 1970, after attending a 
cocktail party at the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel on N. Michigan Avenue. Police the- 
orize the couple accidently drove Into the 
Chicago River and their car was cither 
crushed Into the soft river bed or else 


was washed Into the lake. 


The latest search was sparked by an 


unnamed tipster who believes the couple 
drove Into the slip, used primarily for 
commercial barges. 


According to the Informant, the An- 


drews became confused while attempting 
to find a sandwich wagon parked near 
the slip. He" said guardrails had been re- 
moved at that time because the told 
North Pier Terminal building was being 
razed.

Juno 30. The staff has recommended that 
Dist. 125 bo assigned to the College'of 
Lake County and the board will consider 
that recommendation at Friday's meet- 
ing. 


Dist. 123 presently Is not part of any 


junior college district. The community 
college board tentatively assigned It to 
the College of Lake County district back 
in January, but the decision was not ac- 
cepted by Buffalo Grove residents. 


In April, the Buffalo Grave village 


board urged the community collnge board 
to reassign that portion of the high school 
district to the Harper Junior College Dis- 
trict bccuase the Palatine school Is 
closer to the village. 


THE DIST. 125 board of education has 


maintained that It Is neutral toward the 


oonoscs snllttlng the high school district 
between two junior college districts. 


After the assignment of Dist. 125 is fi- 


nalized, residents will have 30 days to 
petition for a referendum to decide if . 
they approve or disapprove of the assign- 
ment, according to Lawrence Autcn, as- 
sociate secretary for planning for the 
community college board. 


The referendum must be conducted be- 


tween 40 and 90 days after the petition 
for a referendum Is filled. 


Autcn said It would be possible to vote 


down the assignment and Dist. 125 would 
again not be part of any junior college 
district. - 


The law that permitted high schools to 


levy for out-of-dlstrlct junior college tui- 
tion has expired, making the junior col- 
lege district assignment especially im- 
portant to Dist. 125 officials. 


Edwin Ellis, Dist. 125 assistant super- 


intendent, said that beginning next year 
Stevenson High School will have to take 
junior college tuition for students out of 
its education fund.

Oakton Community College will double 


in size if the state annexes three North 
Shore high school districts to the'college. 


The staff of the Illinois Community 


College Board is recommending that the 
.board annex Evanston, New Trier and 
Glenbrook Township high schools to Oak- 
ton. The board meets Friday at the Bis- 
marck Hotel in Chicago. 


The annexation would mean the Oak- 


ton district would' increase- from 60 
square miles to 121 square miles. Popu- 
lation would increase by 91 per cent, 
from 260,085 to 498,085 (based on 1970 
census figures), and assessed valuation 
of property would Increase 81 per cent 
from $1.47 billion to $2.675 billion (based 
on 1971 assessments). 


THE ANNEXATION would have no ef- 


fect on Oakton's selection of a permanent 
campus for the college, according to Oak- 
ton officials. The college has already re- 
ceived state approval of a 170-acre site 
for a campus between Golf and Central 
Roads along the Des Plaines River. The 
college is now negotiating with the Chi- 
cago Catholic Archdiocese for sale of the 
property. 


Oakton board chairman Raymond 


Hartstcln said Wednesday he feels the 
campus will be purchased in the next 30 
days. "Proceedings are going on very 
smoothly," he said. Hartstein said the 
college is not considering any other sites 
for the campus'and will not consider oth- 
er sites even'if the North Shore annexes 
to Oakton. The river site is in the north- 
west corner of the present district made 
up of Maine and Nlles townships. 


The Oakton board last year passed a 


resolution welcoming the North shore to 
annex to the college. Hartstein said the 
college now has no strong feeling for or 
against annexation. ''We really don't 
have any official standing on it. It's up to 
the Illinois Community College Board," 
he said. 


BUT THERE ARE strong feelings on 


the annexation among residents of the 
North Shore. During 16 hours of public 
hearings one group of residents, the Joint 
Community College. Referendum Com- 
mittee, came out strongly in favor of an- 
nexation while another group, the North 
Shore Community College Committee, 
came out strongly against 


Jerry Hole, president of the North 


Shore College Committee, says he would 
like the state to create a new community 
college district for the North snore. In 
recommending annexation the staff of 
the state, board failed to mention the 
"quality of education for our students," 
saidKole. 


"We have investigated' very carefully 


the programs at Oakton. They simply do 
not offer the courses that would be ap- 
propriate for anyone who has taken 
courses in our high schools," said Kole, 


• Oakton's programs are "inadequate" for 
.students on the North Shore, he said. For

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


• Fireflies - those flickering little insects that put sparkle 
into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny, for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonlk, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in- Europe and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illlnois'area are considered among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly'known as 


North American black. Anyone' interested in collecting the 
beetles is asked to register with Antonik for official Instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies' collected by Antonlk is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
neuro-muscular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates'there 'are more than 
200,000 cases of'the disease in this country. . 


The cause of muscular dystrophy is unknown and so is a 


cure for it. But Antonik notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing. 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 
. 
, 


The method is both cheaper— $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that in 4,000 tests of the new- method (hiring its" 


recently completed -first year, two incidents of ^muscular 
dystrophy-were detected. In addition, some'250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood- 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for. muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects' in muscle disease and-cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardiaT infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

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Dispute rages over furnace 
installation in Elk Grove

An engineer hired by Johnson Corp., 


manufacturer of Elk Grove Village fur- 
naces found to bo defective, last year In- 
vestigated two "typical" homes with fur- 
nace problems and found Improper In- 
stallations. 


Engineer J. Herbert Wltte, In a report 


based on observations of homes at 126 Es 
sex and 100 Kcnllworth, said he found 
furnace exhaust pipes and furnace-room 
door grilles In both homes that were 
smaller than allowable under the pre- 
sent village building code. 


The president of the company that in- 


stalled the furnaces, however, said all In- 
stallation work was dono according to 
code. 


Robert Curran, president of Servalrc- 


Mctropotltan Service Co., sold the fur- 
nace Installations were checked and ap- 
proved by Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration inspectors. The approval, Curran 
sold, is evidence that the installations 
wcro proper. 


WITTE'S REPORT, dated May B, 1973, 


was based on Inspections at the two 
homes chosen as typical because of their, 
furnace defects by heating contractor 
Robert Wing of Wing Heating and Air 
Conditioning Co. Wing and Scott Hasslcr 
of Scott Heating and Air Conditioning, 
alerted village officials in 1972 to the 
widespread problem of defective fur- 
naces. 


The Herald disclosed Tuesday that de- 


fective furnaces which may be leaking 
deadly fumes ore Installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp. built 
homes In the village. 


It Is not known whether codes in effect 


when the homes Involved were built in 
1965 and 1967, included the requirements 
cited by Wltto In his report. 


John Wancr, area director of the U.S. 


Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said Elk Grove Village fur- 
naces were approved by FHA Inspectors 
because they met standards In effect at 
I ho time. 


The FHA performed local building In- 


spections at the time because Elk Grove 
Village did not have an inspection pro- 
gram for single-family houses. 


HEAT EXCHANGERS in some 150 vil- 


lage homes have either developed cracks 
or holes In the post three years, primar- 


ily duo to corrosion. The holes allow car- 
bon monoxide fumes to enter the air fed 
to heating vents throughout the house. 


The inspection, according to the report, 


centered on venting of the- furnaces. 
Wltte used the National Fire Protection 
Assn. Standard for the Installation of 
Gas Appliances and Gas Piping (NFPA) 
as his reference for the Inspection. The 
NFPA, which Is Incorporated in the local 
building code, sets down standards which 
must be met when furnaces are installed. . 


WiUe concluded In his report that the 


situation "can be Improved by providing 
for the admission of air adequate for 
combustion and ventilation and by ter- 
minating the vents in accordance (with 
the NFPA standards)." 


At the 126 Essex St. address, Wltto 


reported, provisions for admitting air into 
the closet where the furnace is located 
were not adequate. Virtually all furnaces 
in the village are installed in ground- 
floor closets. 


IN THE 100 KENILWOriTH St. house, 


the engineer determined that vent pipes 
were an inch smaller In diameter than 
required. The four vent grilles In the fur- 
nace room door wcro also deemed "in- 
adequate for the purpose." 


Witte's report stated that grilles at the 


Essex Street location had actual open- 
Ings of about 60 square inches each, but 
they should have been at least 100 square 
Inches each. At the Konllworth Street ad- 
dress, the grille opening's were about 60 
square inches each where they should 
hove been at least 83 square inches each.

Instance, he said there is no math course 
a North Shore student could take at Oak- 
ton that he hasn't already taken in high 
school, said Hole, and the same Is true o$ 
other academic areas. 


Kolo said his committee will try to 


organize a referendum in August or Sep- 
tember to remove the North Shore from 
Oakton if the annexation is approved by 
the state. 


LAST NOVEMBER the staff of the Illi- 


nois Community College Board advo- 
cated annexation but changed its mind in 
December and advocated creation of a 
new North Shore College. State officials 
said the change was made after they re- 
ceived numerous phone calls and corre- 
spondence from North Shore residents 
who wanted their own college. Now the 
staff has gone back to Its original deci- 
sion made lost November. 


Kolc said the reasons the staff gave for 


recommending annexation are "half- 
hearted."

And now there's another 
problem—nuclear garbage 


by TOM TIEDE 


HIGHLAND, Wash — A few years ago 


when the Atomic Energy Commission 
took a careful peek at one of its reposi- 
tories for radioactive garbage here on 
the sprawling Hanford reservation, it 
was discovered something was amiss. 
The repository site was determined to be 
so clogged with plutonium that under 
certain conditions, it might erupt with a 


• chain reaction. 


The assessment since has been reconsi- 


dered. Officials now say the repository, 
called the Z-9 trench, is not so ominously 
plugged as they thought and that "the 
consensus" of updated thinking is "it 
could not credibly undergo a nuclear re- 
action." 


The public, therefore, is left with two 


opinions: the previous and the latter, bad 
news and good. In a sense, this is the 
dilemma the citizenry is forever facing 
In the nuclear argument. Who to believe? 
What to believe? The fact is nobody/ is 
absolutely sure of anything nuclear, thus 
the population Is in essence asked to 
choose up sides primarily on faith. 


THE QUESTION OF faith well placed 


Is especially difficult in the accelerating 
controversy concerning atomic waste. As 
nuclear reliance becomes ever more in- 
escapable and as nuclear reactors pro- 
liferate (some 241 at present), even 
atomic optimists are worried about the 
agony of trash disposal. At present there 
are at least 2,300 cubic feet of nuclear 
waste in the nation, by the year 2000 
there may be 471,000 cubic feet of it — 
and no one in or out of authority knows 
precisely what to do with it. 


There's no debating the necessity to do 


something with It. Radioactive wastes 
which contain such toxic elements as 
ruthenium and cerium must be sealed 
and stored for at least 600 years. Some 
nuclaor trash contains radiation which, If 
not kept In check, is absolutely deadly 
for as many as 25,000 years. Currently 
this waste — 84 million gallons of it — is 
merely kept in temporary storage at 
various locations and something more' 
permanent Is needed. 


BUT WHAT? Right now the Hanford 


reservation Is the largest and most expe- 
rienced nuclear waste graveyard in the 
world. AEC figures indicate at least 47 
million gallons of waste.liquid and 27 
million gallons of waste solids are buried 
there, some of it dating back SO years. 
Local safety precautions are excellent, 
technology second to none. Yet the nucle- 
ar graves here — witness the Z-9 trench 
situation — are still restless and even 
threatening. 


43 nuclear plants coming? 


National and state experts will de- 


bate the wisdom of constructing 43 
nuclear power plants in northeastern 
Illinois at a panel discussion at 7:15 
p.m. June 27 in the Hoffman Estates 
municipal building, 1200 N. Gannon 
Dr. 


The village's environmental control 


commission has scheduled partici- 
pants from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (AEC), the American Nucle- 
ar Society, the state Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Lake 
Michigan Federation for the public 
debate. Area residents are invited to 
attend and ask questions. The site is 
north of Golf Road and west of the 
Golf-Hlggins roads intersection. 


Estimates project 800 nuclear pow- 


er plants, Including, the 43 In north- 
eastern Illinois, will be operating In 
the U.S. by the end of this century. 


OPPONENTS, AMONG them the 


federation, argue against plant con- 
struction with potential safety haz- 
ards. They cite radioactive waste, 
thermal discharge and nuclear black- 
mail as reasons to halt construction. 


But the AEC and companies using 


nuclear power contend maximum 
safety precautions taken in planning 
and construction moke risks from ac- 
cidents minimal. 


The program will begin with two 


films listing pros and cons of nuclear 
plant construction. The panel dis- 
cussion will come next, and the pro- 
gram will end after a question and 
answer period. 


Both viewpoints on the issue will 


be presented, said village commis- 
sion members. Persons wishing more 
information may contact commission 
member Dan Lurey at 359-7293. 


Hanford's storage facilities — primar- 


ily 125 tankfuls, of waste buried on 14 
"farm" sites — spring periodic and 
sometimes shoijking leaks. The first one 
was in 1958 and there have since been 15 
others. • 


The most recent tank leak, last spring, 


was perhaps the most terrible of all. The 
AEC says a tank numbered 106-T leaked 
115,000 gallons of radioactive liquid over 
a 51-day period. Why so long? Says on 
AEC spokesman: the fail safe leak detec- 
tion system 
"simply failed." AEC 


chairwoman Dixie Lee Ray calls the un- 
precedented spillage "disgraceful." 


HANFORD PEOPLE, more embar- 


rassed than shamed by such leaks, say 
they do everything possible to prevent 
accidents. Publicits Tom Bauman says 
the reservation has never had a radi- 
ation-related death or serious Injury. The 
special radiation emergency section at 
the Richland hospital has never been 
used. A plant manager for one of Atlan- 
tic Richfield's waste disposal units says 
he's not experienced so much as a loss- 
time injury in the last two years. 
, 


Still, despite precautions, Bauman says 


"accidents will happen." In this case an 
accident, given the right conditions of ex- 
posure and wind could threaten the lives 
and future generations of 100,000 Wash- 
ingtonians who border Hanford's 570 
square mile complex. It is also "very 


likely," according to some scientific crit- 
ics, that nuclear spillage will someday 
seep into the nearby Columbia River, 
thus threatening even greater areas. 


Thus the anxiety over finding a per- 


manent and foolproof site for the nation's 
nuclear garbage. Actually, the site need 
not be large, say researchers, since nu- 
clear trash is not nearly so bulky as it is 
poisonous; says an AEC opinion: "We 
will be able to store all waste through 
the year 2000 in a 10-acre plot." 


THE QUESTION IS, where will the 10 


acres be? The Carlsbad, N.M. salt beds 
is one possibility, Hanford is another. 
When the site is found the greater prob- 
lem of how to better'safeguard against 
leakage Is bound to provoke continued 
debate. 


Too, once the site is found, and even if 


safer storage methods are invented, 
there is the problem of transportation. At 
present, the AEC gathers wastes from 
196 naval ships, 99 surface reactors and 
36 atomic power plants. The fuel wastes 
are shipped to storage by private carrier 
—commercial van lines In many cases 
— and the continuation of such a system 
raises grave images of hijacking, sabo- 
tage or road accidents. W. A. Borbst, of 
the AEC transportation section says it's 
not a question of "if something happens 
to a waste shipment but "when."

Look at Olen run—/or mayor? 


Those that watch the antics at city hall 


are paying particularly close attention 
these days to Aid. George Olcn (2nd) 
since he managed to help stir up a hor- 
nets nest of dissent against Supcrblock. 


In my own discreet way I've been ask- 


ing a lot of people 'What do you think 
George Olcn is up to?" and have been 
getting some very Interesting answers. 


Most of the people I've talked to think 


George b carefully laying the ground- 
work for a full-blown mayoral campaign 
in 1977. Looking back over the past four 
years up to the present, it seems as 
though that prediction is not far from the 
truth. 


In 1971 Olcn ran against Aid. Ken Kcho 


for the vacant 2nd Word scat. He lost — 
but it was a lesson well learned for when 
he reappeared two years later, battling 
for the post ho now holds, ho put on one 
of the most impressive campaigns this 
city has seen. 


IN 1073 OLEN faced two opponents: a 


lady with a number of good PTA and 
club connections (always a plus for a 
candidate) and an incumbent, Bob Sher- 
wood, who was considered one of the 
Golden Boys of DCS Plalncs, a man who 
was going to go far in politics. 


Olcn entered the race strongly and 


never lost his momentum. Ho wowed 
them at candidate nlght» with a slide 
show zeroing In on some of the most de- 
crepit homes In the city, Including an as- 
sortment of eyesores in his own word. He 
blamed the situation on the lack of car- 
Ing and initiative shown by the In- 
cumbent and promised to work hard to 
correct the situation. 


And most Important, Olcn used his 


thumb. A thumb pressing on a doorbell Is 
one of the most effective campaign tools 
a grassroots politician has. The more 
doorbells that are rung the more votes a 
candidate gets. 


So he won and in the post year Olcn 


has been a hard working alderman who 
is not afraid to question and not afraid to 
go digging for facts. A largo number of 
people In his ward also feel ho is not 
afraid to go to bat for them. 


THE LATEST Supcrblock controversy 


Is a good example. 


If I were to draw a caricature of Olcn 


during the controversy it would be of a 
crew cut man walking along a thread 
five feet in the air. The dovtl would be on 
one side anil the deep blue sea on the 
other. 


While never saying ho was against 


downtown redevelopment and thus pa- 
cifying tho dovll, Olcn paid attention to 
and worked with tho people that were 
trying to delay, if not dump tho whole 


project, thereby taking care of the deep 
bluo sea. 


The efforts of the citizens group were 


aimed at preventing tho council from va- 
cating Center -Street, a simple legal 
procedure but one that required a three- 
quarter majority vote by the council. 


CENTER STREET is part of the Su- 


pcrblock site. The city agreed to vacate 
the street and trade the land to the de- 
velopers for another piece of land of 
equal value. Without Center Street there 
would be no Supcrblock — as planned. ' 


With 16 aldermen, 12 yes votes were 


needed. The backers numbered 11; the 
sure-fire opponents numbered 4. George 
was the man in tho middle being wooed 
by both sides. 


But it put George in a lousy political 


position. Ho was damned (by tho people 
of his ward) If he voted in favor of the 
vacation, and damned (by Superb-lock 
supporters) if he voted against it.. A good 
politician has to find a way to please ev- 
erybody and George's opportunity fell 
like manna from heaven right into his 
lap. 


Supcrblock, backing aldermen dis- . 


covered they could use home rule powers 
to change the stato law's vote margin to 
a simple majority. 


The discovery not only allowed the va- 


milon ordinance to pass with ridiculous 
case, but it put Olcn In the perfect politi- 
cal position. 


OLEN SIMPLY voted against the 


home rule ordinance thereby pacifying 
the deep blue sea and then, since it 
didn't matter anyway in tho final vote 
count, voted for the vacation ordinances, 
thereby taking care of the devil. 


Tho Idea that he meant things to hap- 


pen that way is merely conjecture, but if 
ho did it was a superb political move. 


Tho mayor calls Olcn "young and am- 


bitious. He wants to be reclccted and 
probably wants to be mayor." 


Another high ranking city official 


agrees, "Of course George is running for 
mayor." 


A MEMBER OP tho citizens group 


states, "I don't know if he wants to run 
but I'm suro he'd find a lot of people 
ready to work for his election.1' 


A fellow alderman smiles and says, 


"He's already in the race — I only hope 
ho doesn't peak (in popularity) too 
soon." 


I, obviously, have not yet sat down 


with Olcn and discussed his mayoral can- 
didacy — but then that would lake all the 
fun out of speculating. And for the sake 
of speculation — despite the fact that 
election day is nearly three years away 
— I predict George Olcn's name will be 
on the 1977 ballot, and not as a candidate 
for the 2nd Ward.

City adopts tough sewage plant law

Des Plaints law now requires the pro- 


posed Metropolitan Sanitary District 
sewage treatment plant to meet strict 
city standards before it can be built and 
while it is operating. 


The city council Monday night ap- 


proved a revised ordinance entitled 
"Health and Welfare Standards for 
Waste and Sewage Treatment Plants and 
Works." Backing up the title are strin- 
gent city standards aimed at local con- 
trol over the proposed plant, slated to be 
built at Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road, blocks from 8th Ward residential 
neighborhoods. 


"The MSD has announced that they 


are no longer going to research putting 
the major portion of the plant under- 
ground," said Aid. Richard Ward (8th), 
who originated the ordinance. "They are 
going full steam ahead with the above- 
ground plans and we should have this 
ordinance approved." • 
. THE MSD HAS been battling with Des 
Plalnes over the site location for the 
plant since 1969. A legal fight between 
the two is now being heard by the Illinois 
Supreme Court, which is expected to

hand down a decision late this month or 
early July. 


The city Is seeking to have the Su- 


preme 'Court uphold a ruling by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. The ruling would, 
grant Des Plalnes a trial to decide 
whether the city's home rule powers take 
precedence over the powers of the MSD. 


The new regulatory ordinance was 


drawn up with the belief that the city can 
enforce local controls under the, regu- 
lations set fay the U.S. and Illinois EPA. 
Both groups state local environmental 
standards must be met before,funds can 
be approved for the sewage treatment 
plant.' 


THE ORDINANCE states that the con- 


struction and operation of waste treat- 
ment plants or sewage works, and par- 
ticularly their emissions of odor and bac- 
teria, pose certain dangers to the public 
health and welfare of the citizens of Des 
Plaines. It continues that the regulation 
of the construction and operation of sew-, 
age works is necessary in order to elimi- 
nate and minimize the dangers. 


Passed with the city's home rule pow- 


ers, the ordinance prohibits the dis- 
charge of odors or bacteria "into the at- 


mosphere of the city." It also prohibits 
the construction, Installation or operation 
of any equipment or facilities capable of 
causing or contributing to the emission of 
odors or bacteria into the atmosphere. 


According to Corporation Counsel Rob- 


ert DILeonardi, the ordinance allows the 
city to approve or deny both a construc- 
tion and operating permit for a sewage 
treatment plant. "Trie ordinance is de- 
signed towards operations of a plant but 
also requires that the developer must 
meet the operation standards before con- 
struction." 


WARD HAS DESCRIBED the ordi- 


nance as another hurdle for the MSD to 
cross before building the plant. He has 
pushed .for strict city control over the 
sewage treatment facility if it had to be 
built. 


The .ordinance would require the MSD 


to meet odor standards set by the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials. It also 
provides.for air samples to be taken up- 
wind and downwind from the plant and 
sets standards for determining a bac- 
teria count. 


Prior to building the plant, ,the MSD 


would be required to apply for a permit 


to the city environmental officer and sub- 
mit plans and specifications for construc- 
tion, equipment and facilities. If city offi- 
cials determine that the plans cannot 
comply with local standards they can re-' 
ject the application. If the application is 
approved, "construction performed ... 
shall be done in strict compliance and 
conformity with such approved plans and 
specifications." Any changes in construc- 
tion or materials must be approved by 
city officials. 


The ordinance also sets down a series . 


of penalties if a person is convicted of 
violating the standards. A first offense is 
punishable by a fine of not less than $100 
or more than $300; a second offense will 
bring a fine of $300 to $500. A $300 to $500 
fine will also be set for subsequent of- 
fenses committed within 180 days. 


The ordinance also declares that if the 


provisions of any section are declared' 
unconstitutional or invalid by any court' 
"of competent jurisdiction" the fines and . 
penalties "shall nevertheless continue in 
full force and effect."

2 from Elk Grove picked 
to represent Democrats 


Democrats from the 12th Congressional 


District, in a surprising vote, elected two 
Elk Grove Village residents to represent 
them at the National Democratic Confer- 
ence in Kansas City next December. 


Elected were the "running mates" of 


two Democratic party leaders who had 
been considered the most likely choices. 
The delegates will be Walter Williamson, 
a labor representative, and Julio Sass, 
who had the backing of most of the fe- 
male "delegate electors" who partici- 
pated In the balloting. 


Williamson benefited from a large bloc 


of voles which he apparently attracted- 
through an alliance with Herbert (Hub) 
Stern, chairman of the Lake County 
Democratic delegation, which had the 
largest bloc of votes under the weighted 
voting system used In the balloting. 


With 22,983 votes from Lake County, 


Williamson finished first among 24 candi- 
dates with 43,628 votes. Mrs. Sass, who 
had the benefit of all the votes also 
pledged to Donald L. Norman, Wheeling 
Township Commlttccman and the other 
favorite in the race along with Stern, col- 
lected 33,172 votes to narrowly edge Nor- 
man for the second delegate position. 


Norman collected 34,662 votes. Stern, 


who atracted less than 5,000 votes from 
the Cook County portion of the congres- 
sional district, ran a poor fourth 26,913 
votes. 


IN A MOVE apparently engineered by 


Stem, the voting was conducted by se- 
cret ballot On a motion by Robert E. R. 
Trite of Palatine the delegate electors 
first voted 29 to 25 to conduct the secret 
ballot, a move which was opposed by 
Norman and his Wheeling Township sup- 
porters. 


State central Commlttecman represen- 


tative Daniel Pierce then called for a roll 
call vote on the secret ballot question, 
with each delegate casting his weighted 
vote. The secret ballot was decided upon 
with a total of slightly more than 45,000 
weighted votes, very close to the number 
which Williamson received in the dele- 
gate election. 


Midway In the balloting, Schaumburg 


Township Commlttecman John Morris- 
sey announced he was withdrawing his 
name as a candidate for delegate. Mor- 
rluey said that all 10 electors from his 
township had agreed to cast their vote 
for Norman, although they could not 
agree on the second candidate. 


MRS. SASS and Norman received all 


17,858 votes cast by the Wheeling Town- 
ship delegation. In addition Mrs. Sass at-

Were furnaces installed 
properly? Dispute goes on

An engineer hired by Johnson Corp., 


manufacturer of Elk Grove Village fur- 
naces found to be defective, last year in- 
vestigated two "typical" homes with fur- 
nace problems and found Improper In- 
stallations. 


Engineer J. Herbert Wlttc, In a report 


based on observations of homes at 126 Es 
sex and 100 Kcnllworth. said he found 
furnace exhaust pipes and furnace-room 
door grilles In both homes that were 
smaller than allowable under the pre- 
sent village building code. • 


The president of the company that in- 


stalled the furnaces, however, said all in- 
stallation work was done according to 
code. 


Robert Curran, president of Sorvalre- 


Mctropolitan Service Co., said the fur- 
nace installations were checked and ap- 
proved by Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration inspectors. The approval, Curran 
said, Is evidence that the installations 
were proper: 


WITTE'S REPORT, dated May 8,1973, 


was based on inspections at the two 
homes chosen as typical because of their 
furnace defects by heating contractor 
Robert Wing of Wing Heating and Air 
Conditioning Co. Wing and Scott Hassler 
of Scott Heating and Air Conditioning, 
alerted village officials in 1972 to the 
widespread problem of defective fur- 
naces.

fective furnaces which may be leaking

Police charge 14 youths

Kohnke said another group of six boys 


have been Implicated in several thefts

Kohnko said both groups of boys 
have worked together as burglary teams 
for almost two years. 


He would not reveal locations of other 


burglaries. "The youngsters arc in the 
custody of their parents and the case un- 
der study by Juvenile Court authorities," 
said Kohnke.

It is not known whether codes in effect 


when the homes involved were built in 
1965 and 1967, included the requirements 
cited by Witte in his report. 


John Waner, area director of the U.S. 


Department of Housing.and Urban De- 
velopment, said Elk Grove Village fur- 
naces were approved by FHA Inspectors 
because they met standards In effect at 
the time. 


The FHA performed local building In- 


spections at the time because Elk Grove 
Village did not have an inspection pro- 
gram for single-family houses. 


HEAT EXCHANGERS in some 150 vil- 


lage homes have either developed cracks 
or holes in the past three years, primar- 
ily due to corrosion. The holes allow car- 
bon monoxide fumes to enter the air fed 
to heating vents throughout the house. 


Tho Inspection, according to the report, 


centered on venting of the furnaces. 
Wltte used the National Fire Protection 
Assn. Standard for the Installation of 
Gas Appliances and Gas Piping (NFPA) 
as his reference for the Inspection. The 
NFPA, which is incorporated in the local 
building code, sets down standards which 
must be met when furnaces are Installed. 


Wittc concluded in his report that tho 


situation "can be improved by providing 
for the admission of air adequate for 
combustion and ventilation and by ter- 
minating the vents in accordance (with 
the NFPA standards)." 


At tho 126 Essex St. address, Witto 


reported, provisions for admitting air Into 
the closet where the furnace Is located 
were not adequate. Virtually all furnaces 
in the village are installed in ground- 
floor closets. 


IN THE 100 KENILWORTH St. house, 


the engineer determined that vent pipes 
were an Inch smaller in diameter than 
required. The four vent grilles In the fur- 
nace room door were also deemed "in- 
adequate for the purpose." 


Witte's report stated that grilles at tho 


Essex Street location had actual open- 
Ings of about 60 square Inches each, but 
they should have been at least 100 square 
Inches each. At the Kenilworth Street ad- 
dress, the grille opening's were about 60 
square inches each where they should 
have been at least 83 square Inches each. 


Curran, whose company has Installed 


some 6,000 furnaces in the village, does 
not agree with the contention that in- 
stallations were Improper. 


"We have fulfilled our responsibility as 


evidenced by Inspectors on the Job who 
approved the work," he said. 


Curran said that heating systems in 


"prototypes" or model homes built by 
Centex were "gone over with a fine tooth 
comb by Centex, ourselves and various 
Inspectors." Referring to the heating sys- 
tems, Curran added, "Before we turned 
them loose, we were sure they could run 
the distance."

236 (multiple housing) development is re- 
quired.

He is a brother 
of S c h a u m b u r g Trustee Ray G. 
McArthur.

THE 367-UNIT complex will provide a

The proj- 
ect is on 40 acres south of Wise Road and 
east of Centex-Schaumburg Industrial 
Park. 


Most apartments there will carry mar-

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection

Fireflies — those flickering little insects that put sparkle 


Into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
svmmer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonik, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe .and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also Is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
tho prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested' in collecting the* 
beetles is asked to register with Antonlk for official instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Antonik is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
neuro-museular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease in this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy is unknown and so is a 


cure for it. But Antonlk notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling'confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. .' 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant Is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from.an infant's 
'vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardial infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection. 
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Des Plaines adopts tough 
sewage treatment plant law

DM Plalncs law now requires the pro- 


posed Metropolitan Sanitary District 
sewage treatment plant to meet strict 
city standards before It can be built and 
while it b operating. 


The city council Monday night ap- 


proved a revised ordinance entitled 
"Health and Welfare Standards for 
Waste and Sewage Treatment Plants and 
Works." Backing up the title are strin- 
gent city standards aimed at local con* 
trol over the proposed plant, slated to be 
built at Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road, blocks from 8th Ward residential 
neighborhoods. 


"The MSD has announced that they 


are no longer going to research putting 
tho major portion of- the plant under- 
ground," sold Aid. Richard Ward (8th), 
who originated tho ordinance. "They arc 
going full steam ahead with tho above- 
ground plans and wo should have this 
ordinance approved." 


THE MSD HAS been battling with DCS 


Plaines over tho site location for the 
plant since I960. A legal fight between 
tho two is now being heard by the Illinois 
Supremo Court, which is expected to 
hand down a decision late this month or 
early July. 


Tho city Is seeking to have the Su- 


preme Court uphold a ruling by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. Tho ruling would 
grant DCS Plaines a trial to' decide 
whether the city's home rule powers take 
precedence over tho powers of the MSD. 


The new regulatory ordinance was 


drawn up with tho belief that the city can 
enforce local controls under tho regu- 
lations set by tho U.S. and Illinois EPA. 
Both groups state local environmental 
standards must be met before funds con 
be approved for tho sewage treatment 
plant 


THE ORDINANCE states that the con- 


structlon and operation of waste treat- 
ment plants or sewage works, and par- 
ticularly their emissions of odor and bac- 
teria, pose certain dangers to the public 
health and welfare of the citizens of DCS 
Plalncs.-It continues that the regulation 
of the construction and operation of sew- 
ago works is necessary In order to elimi- 
nate and minimize the dangers. 


Passed with the city's home rule pow- 


ers, the ordinance prohibits the dis- 
charge of odors or bacteria "Into the at- 
mosphere of tho city." It also prohibits 
tho construction, installation or operation 
of any equipment or facilities capable of 
causing or contributing to the emission of 
odors or bacteria into the atmosphere. 


According to Corporation Counsel Rob- 


ert DILconardl, the ordlnance.allows the 
city to approve or deny both a construc- 
tion and operating permit for a sewage 
treatment plant. "Tho ordinance is de- 
signed towards operations of a plant but 
also requires that tho developer must 
meet the operation standards before con- 
struction." 


WARD HAS DESCRIBED the ordi- 


nance as another hurdle for the MSD to 
cross before building the plant. He has 


pushed for strict city control over the 
sewage treatment facility If it had to be 
built. 


The ordinance would require the MSD 


to meet odor standards set by the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials. .It also 
provides for air samples to be taken up- 
wind and downwind from the plant and 
sets standards for determining a bac- 
teria count. 


Prior to building the plant, the MSD 


would be required to apply for a permit 
to the city environmental officer and sub- 
mit plans, and specifications for construc- 
tion, equipment and faculties. If city offi- 
cials determine that, the plans cannot 
comply with local standards they can re*. 
jcct tho application. If the application is 
approved, "construction performed ... 
shall be done In strict compliance and 
conformity with such approved plans and 
specifications." Any changes in construc- 
tion or materials must be approved by 
city officials. 


The ordinance also sets down a series 


of penalties if a person is convicted of 
violating the standards. A first offense is 
punishable by a fine of not less than $100 
or more than $300; a second offense will 
bring a fine of $300 to $500. A $300 to $500 
fine will also be set for subsequent of- 
fenses committed within 180 days. 


Tho ordinance also declares that if the 


provisions of any section are declared 
unconstitutional or invalid by any court 
"of competent jurisdiction" the fines and. 
penalties "shall nevertheless continue in 
full force and effect." 


Sunday-morning games opposed

Public 'deceived, 
bewildered,' says 
consumer activist

American consumers are bewildered, 


uninformed, misguided and often lied to 
when buying a product or service, ac- 
cording to Esther Shapiro, president of 
the Consumer Federation of America. • 


She spoke to some ISO members of the 


Society of Consumer Affairs 
Profes- 


sionals in Business Wednesday at the Ar- 
lington Pork Towers hotel. Most of the 
members are corporate consumer repre- 
sentatives from several parts of tho 
country. 


It is tho job of those corporate repre- 


sentatives to straighten the confusion 
amassed by the consumer public, Mrs. 
Shapiro said. 


"CONSUMERISM didnt start seven or 


eight years ago with Ralph Nader, Betty 
Furncas and Bess Myorson oven though 
they gave impetus," she said. "The roots 
go back to tho beginning of time." 


Ads and commercials In which the pub- 


lic sees a woman "running through syl- 
van woods" after bathing with a particu- 
lar soap and sleek can "dashing through 
the ocean mist" are misleading attempts 
to sell products, she said. 


"Objects are not sold as what they're 


Intended to be." Mrs. Shapiro said. "Why 
do you buy soap? You buy soap to wash 
and you wash because you aro dirty." 


But commercials for soaps arc often of 


the dream variety. "After using soap it's 
supposed to make you beautiful and en- 
hance your social status," she said. "Ex- 
amine your ads." she told the member!!. 
"Is tho product advertised for what 
K Is intntled to be?" 


.SHE CIIIDED ads that try to sell a car 


as "an Instrument of pleasure" When the 
average ride In the United States to 6,6 
miles, usually to tho grocery store, doc- 
tor and other "unglamourous" places. 


She also attacked commercials which 


show two housewives hanging clothes 


and comparing who has the whitest 
wash. 


"We're going to buy cars 
any- 


way ... we have to, but give us the in- 
formation so we can buy them In- 
telligently," she said. Half-truths often 
are given to prospective buyers. 


One way to combat consumer con- 


fusion is consumer education. A person 
needs to understand the whole concept of 
cval'.'atlng his own needs, how to estab- 
lish values and where to get Information 
and resources, Mrs. Shapiro said. 


Along with consumer education, a per- 


son needs consumer information or the 
"nuts and bolts" Information on a prod- 
uct. "You can't do with one without the 
other," Mrs. Shapiro sold. 


SOME OF THE problems can be 


solved If the department stores and other 
largo stores hire salesmen who thor- 
oughly know what they arc selling. 


"The training of salesmen Is dying," 


she said, adding that stores should invest 
In training its people. People don't usual- 
ly need help when they go Into a store to 
buy sockets, but will need help to buy a 
mattress or washing machine, she said.. 


People should keep a keen eye on war- 


ranties (hat accompany many products, 
Mrs. Shapiro warned. Tho "golden glit- 
ter" warranty Is often filled with empty 
promises. 


"Tho average warranty docs not pro- 


tect the consumer but fences tho con- 
sumer from being covered," she said. 
"The warranty protects the corporation 
from further obligations." 


Mrs. Shapiro urged the corporate con- 


sumer representatives to place them- 
selves in the consumer's shoes rather 
than to act as an employe of their com- 
panies. "Toko the point of view of the 
consumer," she sold. "It's a social re- 
sponsibility."

RICHLAND, Wash. — A few years ago 


when the Atomic Energy Commission 
look a careful peek at one of its reposi- 
tories for radioactive garbage here on 
the sprawling Hanford reservation, it 
was discovered something was amiss. 
The repository site was determined to be 
so clogged with plutonium that under 
certain conditions, it might erupt with a 
chain reaction. 


The assessment since has been reconsi- 


dered. Officials now say the repository, 
called the Z-9 trench, is not so ominously 
plugged as they thought and that "the 
consensus" of updated thinking is "it 
could not credibly undergo a nuclear re- 
action." . 


Th« public, therefore, is left with two 


opinions: the previous and the latter, bad 
news and good. In a sense, this is the 
dilemma the citizenry is forever facing 
in the nuclear argument. Who to believe? 
What to believe? The fact Is nobody is 
absolutely sure of anything nuclear,-thus 
the population is in essence asked to 
choose up sides primarily on faith. 


TUB QUESTION OF fa}th well placed 


is especially difficult in Uie accelerating 
controversy concerning atomic waste. As 
nuclear reliance becomes ever more In- 
escapable and as nuclear reactors pro- 
liferate (some 241 at present), even 
atomic optimists are worried about tho 
agony of trash disposal. At present there , 
are at least 2,300 cubic feet of nuclear 
waste in the nation, by the year 2000 
there may be 471,000 cubic feet of it — 
and no one in or out of authority knows 
precisely what to do with it. 


There's no debating the necessity to do 


something with it. Radioactive wastes 
which contain such toxic elements as 
ruthenium and cerium must be sealed 
and stored for at least 600 years. Some 
nuclaer trash contains radiation which, if 
not kept in check, is absolutely deadly 
for as many as 25,000 years. Currently 
this waste — 84 million gallons of it — is 
merely kept in temporary storage at 
various locations and something more' 
permanent is needed. 


BUT WHAT? Right now the Hanford 


reservation Is the largest and most expe- 
rienced nuclear waste graveyard in the 
world. AEC figures indicate at least 47 
million gallons of waste liquid and 27 
million gallons of waste solids are burled 
there,;some of It dating back 30 years. 
Local safety precautions are excellent, 
technology second to none. Yet the nucle- 
ar graves here — witness the Z-9 trench 
situation — are still restless and even 
threatening.

The village's environmental control 


commission bos scheduled partici- 
pants from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (AEC), the American Nucle- 
ar Society, the state Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Lake 
Michigan Federation for the public 
debate. Area residents are invited to 
attend and ask questions. The site is 
north of Golf Road and west of the 
Golf-Higgins roads intersection. 


Estimates project 800 nuclear pow- 


er plants, including the 43 in north- 
eastern Illinois, will be operating in 
the U.S. by the end of this century. 


OPPONENTS, AMONG them the 


federation, argue against plant con- 
struction with potential safety haz- 
ards. They cite radioactive waste, 
thermal discharge and nuclear black- 
mail as reasons to halt construction. 


But the AEC and companies using 


nuclear power contend maximum 
safety precautions taken in planning 
and construction make risks from ac- 
cidents minimal. 


The program will begin with two 
, films listing pros and cons of nuclear 
plant construction. The panel dis- 
cussion will come next, and the pro- 
gram will end after a question and 
answer period.

Hanford's storage facilities — primar- 


ily 125 tankfuls of waste buried on 14 
"farm" sites — spring periodic and 
sometimes shocking leaks. The first one 
was in 1958 and there have since been 15 
others. 


The most recent tank leak, last spring, 


was perhaps the most terrible of all. The 
AEC says a tank numbered 106-T leaked 
115,000 gallons of radioactive liquid over 
a 51-day period. Why so long? Soys an 
AEC spokesman: the foil safe leak detec- 
tion system "simply 
foiled." AEC 


chairwoman Dixie Lee Ray calls the un- 
precedented spillage "disgraceful." 


HANFORD PEOPLE, more embar- 


rassed than shamed by such leaks, say 
they do everything possible to prevent 
accidents. Publidts Tom Bauman says 
the reservation has never had a radi- 
ation-related death or serious injury. The 
special radiation emergency section at 
the Rlchland hospital has never been 
used. A plant manager for one of Atlan- 
tic Richfield's waste disposal units says 
he's not experienced so much as a loss- 
time Injury In the last two years. 


Still, despite precatuions, Bauman says 


"accidents will happen." In this case an 
accident, given the right conditions of ex- 
posure and wind could threaten the lives 
and future generations of 100,000 Wash- 
Ingtonlans who border Hanford's 570 
square mile complex. It is also "very 


likely," according to some scientific crit- 
ics, that nuclear spillage will someday 
seep into the nearby Columbia River, 
thus threatening even greater areas. 


Thus the anxiety-over finding a per- 


manent and foolproof site for the nation's 
nuclear garbage. Actually, the site need 
not be large, say researchers, since nu- 
clear trash is not nearly so, bulky as it is 
poisonous; says an AEC opinion: "We 
will be able to store all waste through 
the year 2000 in a 10-acre plot." 


THE QUESTION IS. where will the 10 


acres be? The Carlsbad, N.M. salt beds 
is one possibility, Hanford is another. 
When the site is found the greater prob- 
lem of how to better safeguard against 
leakage is bound to provoke continued 
debate. 


Too, once the site is found, and even if 


safer storage methods are invented, 
there is the problem of transportation. At 
present, the AEC gathers wastes from 
196 naval, ships, 39 surface reactors and 
36 atomic power plants. The fuel wastes 
are shipped to storage by private carrier 
—commercial van lines In many cases 
— and the. continuation of such a system 
raises grave images of hijacking, sabo- 
tage or road accidents. W. A. Borbst, of 
the AEC transportation section says it's 
not a question of "if" something happens 
to a waste shipment but "when."

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Last of Nike Base radar towers being dismantled 


Tho last of the radar towers at the Ar- 


lington Heights Nike Base, Central and 
Wllko roads, Is being dismantled. 


Tho tower and dome arc no longer 


needed since the announced dcactlvatlon 
earlier this year of the 1st Battalion of 
202nd Air Defense Artillery. The National 
Guard unit that manned the Nike-Her- 
cules missiles was phased out of-the new 
federal budget as part of a rcevaluation 
of the country's air defense system. 


Col. Julius Schwartz, Mnols'air de- 


fense commander, said the radar equip- 
ment will be returned to the Air Force. 


The equipment will be shipped to an 


Air Force base In Georgia for recondi- 
tioning, and then will be. used at some 
other location. 


The center tower was originally one of 


five radar domes that dominated the- 
Northwest suburban skyline like gigantic 
teed-up golf balls. The other four domes 


were gutted in 1969 when the Air Force 
squadron stationed at the base was 
deactivated, Col. Schwartz said. 


Although the domes and their elec- 


tronic equipment had been "returned to 
supply channels," the deteriorating tow- 
ers remained. 


THE FIVE TOWERS were.erected in 


the early 1950s when the base was a> vital 
'link in the Chicago-Detroit air defense 
corridor. At one time more than 15 of the 


Nike installations ringed Chicago against 
manned enemy bomber attacks.

The advent of our own long-range in- 


terceptor planes and Intercontinental 
missiles lessened the role assigned to the 
Nike bases. -

Although Col. Schwartz had said the 


missiles could knock down any plane fly- 
. ing, the new belief in the Defense De- 
partment is that there will be no planes 
for them to hit if an attack did come. 


The deactlvation of the base should be 


completed by October, according to 
Schwartz's timetable. The other 48 Nike 
bases around the country affected by the 
budget cut will be closed by the end of 
the yearT 


Indications 'are that the base will re- 


main under military control as an Army 
Reserve training center. .The Arlington 
Heights Park" District wants the land for 
recreational use;

Walpole on Dec. 18, 1972. Leas than one 
month later, on Jan. 8, 1973, Thompson 


and his wife were overcome by toxic 
fumes leaking from the hole in •their fur- 
nace's heat exchanger. 


"Apparently we answered that ques- 


tion satisfactorily to Mr. Thompson, or. he 
wouldn't have continued to do business 
with us," said Curran. 


ABOUT THREE weeks ago,, the vil- 


.lago hired Marvin Salzenstein, engineer 
for the Polytechnic Institute in Chicago, 
to study the problem. Salzenstein has 
been testing faulty heat exchangers, run- 
ning chemical tests to determine' just 
what is causing premature failure of the 
heat exchanger, according to Thomas Ret 
tenbachcr, building director for Elk 
Grove Village. 


The results of Salzcnstein's report are 


expected In about two weeks, according 
to Rottenbacher.

THE ANDREWS, of 738 8. Vail, van- 


ished May IS, 1970, after attending a 
cocktail party at the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel on N. Michigan Avenue. Police the- 
orize the couple accldently drove into the 
Chicago River and their car was either 


crushed Into the soft river bed or else 
was washed into the lake.

The latest search was sparked by an

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Public 'confused, deceived,9 says consumer activist 


by BETTY LEE 


American consumers arc bewildered, 


uninformed, misguided and often lied to 
when buying a product or service, ac- 
cording to Esther Shapiro, president of 
the Consumer Federation of America. 


She spoke to some ISO members of the 


Society of Consumer Affairs Profes- 
sionals In Business Wednesday at the Ar- 
lington Park Towers hotel. Most of the 
members are corporate consumer repre- 
sentatives from several parts of the 
country. 


It U the Job of these corporate repre- 


sentatives to straighten the confusion 


amassed by the consumer public, Mrs. 
Shapiro sold. 


"CONSUMERISM didn't start seven or 


eight years ago with Ralph Nader, Betty 
Furness and Bess Myerson even though 
they gave Impetus," she sold. "The roots 
go back to the beginning of time." 


Ads and commercials in which the pub- 


lic sees a woman "running through syl- 
van woods" after bathing with a particu- 
lar soap and sleek cars "dashing through 
the ocean mist" aro misleading attempts 
to sell products, she said. 


"Objects are not sold as what they're 


Intended to be," Mrs. Shapiro said. "Why 


do you buy soap? You buy soap to wash 
and you wash because you are dirty.". 


But commercials for soaps are often of 


the dream variety. "After using soap it's 
supposed to make you beautiful and en- 
hance your social status," she said. "Ex- 
amine your ads," she told the members. 
"Is the product advertised for what 
itlsintndedtobe?" 


SHE CHIDED ads that try to sell a car 


as "an Instrument of pleasure" When the 
average ride in the United States is S.6 
miles, usually to the grocery store, doc- 
tor and other "unglamourous" places. 


She also attacked commercials which 


show two housewives hanging clothes 
and ' comparing who has the whitest 
wash. 


"We're going to buy cars any- 


way ... we have to, but give us the in- 
formation so we can buy them in- 
telligently," she said. Half-truths often 
are given to prospective buyers. 


One way to combat consumer con- 


fusion is consumer education. A person 
needs to understand the whole concept of 
evaluating his own needs, how to estab- 
lish values and where to get information 
and resources, Mrs. Shapiro said. 


Along with consumer education, a per- 


son needs consumer information or the 
"nuts and bolt?" information on a prod- 
uct. "You can't do with one without the 
other," Mrs. Shapiro said. 


SOME OF THE problems can be 


solved if the department stores and other 
large stores hire salesmen who thor- 
oughly know what they are selling. 


"The training of salesmen is dying," 


she said, adding that stores should invest 
In training its people. People don't usual- 
ly need help when they go into a store to 
buy sockets, but will need help to buy a 
mattress or washing machine, she said. 


People should keep a keen eye on war- 


ranties that accompany many products, 
Mrs. Shapiro warned. The "golden glit- 
ter" warranty is often filled with empty 
promises. 


"The average warranty does not pro- 


tect the consumer but fences the con- 
sumer from being covered," she said. 
"The warranty protects the corporation 
from further obligations." 


Mrs. Shapiro urged the corporate con- 


sumer representatives to place them- 
selves In the consumer's shoes rather 
than to act as an employe of their com- 
panies. "Take the point of view of the 
consumer," she said. "It's a social re- 
sponsibility."

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Overcrowded schools, parks cited 
New housing plan opposed 
by Hunting Ridge residents 


Overcrowding of schools, roads and 


parks are the main objections of Hunting 
Ridge subdivision residents to a major 
residential development with a popu- 
lation of approximately 6,300 persons, 
planned near their homes. 


The Hunting Ridge residents turned 


out en masse Tuesday for the first public 
hearing by the Palatine Plan Commis- 
sion on the development of the 385-acro 
tract known as the Brandt property. 


A 128-acro section of the Irregularly 


shaped parcel Is Immediately south of 
the Hunting Ridge subdivision and the 
remaining 337 acres are southeast of Illi- 
nois Avenue and Quentin Road near Har- 
per College. 


L. F. Draper and Associates is request- 


ing annexation of the 128-acro parcel in 
unincorporated Palatine Township to the 
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village and rczonlng of the entire 365- 
acres to permit a residential and com- 
mercial development. 


THE HUNTING Ridge Homeowners 


Assn. has taken no stand on the proposed 
development. However, several home- 
owners expressed concern their property 
would depreciate In value because of 
overcrowding. 


Continued public use of a lake which 


lies primarily on the Brandt property but 
extends into the Hunting Ridge subdivi- 
sion was also questioned. There Is now 
public access to the lake from Peregrine 
Park In the Hunting Ridge subdivision. 


Fred Hall, director of parks and recre- 


ation for the Palatine Park District, said 
use of the lake Is confined mainly to 
small boats. Hall said he did not know 
the legal technicalities of public use of 
the lake but added there had never been 
a problem. 


LOU DRAPER, tho proposed devel- 


oper, has Indicated tho lake will remain 
open for public use although technically 
he feels use could bo restricted to resi- 
dents of his development called Plum 
Grove Hills. 


Draper has further stated a willingness 


to donate this lake and other lakes and 
green areas on the parcel totalling 95 
acres to the Palatine Pork District. 


Hall said he had not been officially no- 


tlflcld of tho proposed land donation but 
would be looking Into the matter and 
making a report to the park board at its 
Tuesday meeting. 


BIRCHWOOD PARK, where a gymna- 


sium and community pool are now under 
construction, is adjacent to tho devel- 
opment. Jcanncttc Can- of 861 Lanark 
Ln. argued Draper had failed to make 
adequate provision for recreation on his 
development and consequently there 
would bo a drain on the already in* 
adequate Blrchwood Park. 


"We plan to sell a way of life to a 


young active group of people," said Dra- 
per indicating recreation facilities would 
be Included in the final plans. 


Joseph Klszka, deputy superintendent 


of Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS, 
predicted there would be approximately 
750 elementary students from the devel- 
opment when completed. He indicated 
Hunting Ridge, Pleasant Hill and Plum 
Grove Schools would serve the devel- 
opment but the district would need a 
bulldable school site on the parcel to 
handle future growth. 


Additional traffic on the already out- 


moded streets in the area, especially 
Quentin Road leading to the train depot, 
was also objected to by the residents. 


JOHN PODJASEK, 652 Mlddleton, 


questioned what would go In on the prop- 
erty If Draper's proposal is denied. The 
237 acres in the village Is currently zoned 
for light manufacturing and the remain- 
Ing 128 acres for single-family residential 
use. 


Wilton Battles, the village's planner, 


said Draper's development plans were 
generally within the guidelines for devel- 
opment of tho area established In the 
Palatine master plan. 


"Do we want something that is just al- 


flowablo or something that Is beneficial 
to southern Palatine?" asked Mrs. Carr. 


Jack Kommerly, a local real estate 


agent, said he felt the proposed devel- 
opment was the "highest and best use" 
for tho land. If anything, he said the val- 
ue of homes in the Hunting Ridge subdi- 
vision would increase with the devel- 
opment. "You have something to offer 
rather than open fields where people 
don't know what is coming," he ex- 
plained.

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


Fireflies — those flickering little insects that put sparkle 


Into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. ' 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, Is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonlk, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies In Europe and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also Is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies - also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
tho prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles la_asked to'register with Antonlk for official, instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Aotonik is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
ncuro-muscular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease in this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy is unknown and so is a 


euro for it. But Antonlk notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By addng a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonlk said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardlal infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

each day. Onco a person has learned how 
not to bo bothered by distractions, and 
learns to concentrate on ono thought at a 
time, he can learn the power of control 
over his own habits, Garrett sold. 


Garrett admits that 50 per cent of tho 


people who learn self-hypnosis never use 
It "because they don't really want to stop 
their habits of smoking, overeating or 
drinking."

And now there's another 
problem—nuclear garbage 


by TOM TIEDE 


HIGHLAND, Wash. — A few years ago 


when tho Atomic Energy Commission 
took a careful peck at one of its reposi- 
tories for radioactive garbage here on 
the sprawling Hanford reservation, it 
was discovered something was amiss. 
The repository site was determined to be 
so dogged with plutonlum that under 
certain conditions, it might erupt with a 
chain reaction. 


The assessment since has been reconsi- 


dered. Officials now say tho repository, 
called the Z-9 trench, is not so ominously 
plugged as they thought and that "the 
consensus" of updated thinking is "It 
could not credibly undergo a nuclear re- 
action." 


The public, therefore, is left with two 


opinions: the previous and the latter, bad 
news and good. In a sense, this is the 
dilemma the citizenry is forever facing 
in the nuclear argument. Who to believe? 
What to believe? The fact is nobody is 
absolutely sure of anything nuclear, thus 
the population is in essence asked to 
choose up sides primarily on faith. 


THE QUESTION OF faith well placed 


is especially difficult in the accelerating 
controversy concerning atomic waste. As 
nuclear reliance becomes ever more in- 
escapable and as nuclear reactors pro- 
liferate (some 241 at present), even 
atomic optimists are worried about the 
agony of trash disposal. At present there 
are at least 2,300 cubic feet of nuclear 
waste in the nation, by the year 2000 
there may' be 471,000 cubic feet of it — 
and no one in or out of authority knows 
precisely what to do with it. 


There's no debating the necessity to do 


something with it. Radioactive wastes 
which contain such toxic elements as 
ruthenium and cerium must be sealed 
and stored for at least 600 years. Some 
nuelacr. trash contains radiation which, if 
not kept in check, is absolutely deadly 
for as many as 25,000 years. Currently 
this waste — 84 million gallons of It — is 
merely kept in temporary 'storage at 
various locations and something more* 
permanent is needed. 


BUT WHAT? Right now the Hanford 


reservation is the largest and most expe- 
rienced nuclear waste graveyard In the 
world. AEC figures Indicate at least 47 
million gallons of waste liquid and 27 
million gallons of waste solids are buried 
there, some of it dating back 30 years. 
Local safety precautions are excellent, 
technology second to none. Yet the nucle- 
ar graves here — witness the Z-9 trench 
situation — are still restless and even 
threatening. 


43 nuclear plants coming? 


National and state experts will de- 


bate the wisdom of constructing 43 
nuclear power plants In northeastern 
Illinois at a panel discussion at 7:15 
p.m. June 27 in the Hoffman Estates 
municipal building, 1200 N. Gannon 
Dr. 


The village's environmental control 


commission has scheduled partici- 
pants from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (AEC), the American Nucle- 
ar Society, the state Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Lake 
Michigan Federation for the public 
debate. Area residents are invited to 
attend and ask questions. The site is 
north of Golf Road and west of the 
Golf-Hlggins roads intersection. 


Estimates project 800 nuclear pow- 


er plants, including the 43 In north- 
eastern Illinois, will be operating in 
the U.S. by the end of this century. 


OPPONENTS, AMONG them the 


federation, argue against plant con- 
struction with potential safety haz- 
ards. They cite radioactive waste, 
thermal discharge and nuclear black- 
mail as reasons to halt construction. 


But the AEC and companies using 


nuclear power contend maximum 
safety precautions taken in planning 
and construction make risks from ac- 
cidents minimal. 


The program will begin with two 


films listing pros and cons of nuclear 
plant construction. The panel dis- 
cussion will come next, and the pro- 
gram will end after a question and 
answer period. 


Doth viewpoints on the issue will 


be presented, said village commis- 
sion members. Persons wishing more 
information may contact commission 
member Dan Lurey at 359-7293. 


Hanford's storage facilities — primar- 


ily 125 tankfuls of waste buried on 14 
"farm" sites — spring periodic and 
sometimes shocking leaks. The first ono 
was in 1958 and there have since been 15 
others. 


The most recent tank leak, last spring, 


was perhaps the most terrible of all. The 
AEC says a tank numbered 106-T leaked 
115,000 gallons of radioactive liquid over 
a 51-day period. Why so long? Says an 
AEC spokesman: the fall safe leak detec- 
tion system 
"simply 
failed." 
AEC 


chairwoman Dixie Lee Ray calls the un- 
precedented spillage "disgraceful." 


HANFORD PEOPLE, more embar- 


rassed than shamed by such leaks, say 
they do everything possible to prevent 
accidents, PubUdts Tom Batsman says 
the reservation has never had a radi- 
ation-related death or serious Injury. The 
special radiation emergency section at 
the Richlond hospital has never been 
used. A plant manager for one of Atlan- 
tic Rlchfield's waste disposal units says 
he's not experienced so much as a loss- 
time Injury in the last two years. 


Still, despite precautions, Bauman says 


"accidents, will happen." In this cose an 
accident, given the right conditions of ex- 
posure and wind could threaten the lives 
and future generations of 100,000 Wash- 
Ingtonlans who border Hanford's 570 
square mile complex. It is also "very 


likely," according to some scientific crit- 
ics, that nuclear spillage will someday 
seep into the nearby Columbia River, 
thus threatening even greater areas. 


Thus the anxiety over finding a per- 


manent and foolproof site for the nation's 
nuclear garbage. Actually, the site need 
not be large, say researchers, since nu- 
clear trash is not nearly so bulky as it is 
poisonous; says an AEC opinion: "We 
will be able to store all waste through 
the year 2000 in a 10-acre plot." 


THE QUESTION IS, where will the 10 


acres be? The Carlsbad, N.M. salt beds 
Is one possibility, Hanford is another. 
When the site is found the greater prob- 
lem of how to bettor safeguard against 
leakage is bound to provoke continued 
debate. 


Too, once the site is found, and even if 


safer storage methods are invented, 
there is the problem of transportation. At 
present, the AEC gathers wastes from 
196 naval ships, 99 surface reactors and 
36 atomic power plants. The fuel wastes 
are shipped to storage by private carrier 
—commercial van lines in many cases 


— and the continuation of such a system 
raises grave Images of hijacking, sabo- 
tage or road accidents. W. A. Borbst, of 
the AEC transportation section says it's 
not a question of "if" something happens 
to a waste shipment but "when."

New math, language, health 
books approved by schools

New books for the math, language arts 


and health programs were approved at 
W e d n e s d a y night's Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dlst. 15 Board of Education 
meeting. 


No cost estimates were presented. 
The new math books will drop much of 


the difficult "modern math" terminology 
and concentrate on problem solving, ac- 
cording to school district officials. 


The first-through-sixth grade math 


books will be supplements to a newly ap- 
proved basic math book. These will be 
purchased in limited quantities. 


-I THINK ONE OF the weaknesses (of 


the past math program) is that we have 
had only one set of materials to work 
with," said Mylrao Rundle, division di- 
rector for curriculum planning and de- 
velopment. Sho said the supplementary 
material would be helpful to students 
who arc having a specific problem in 
math. The supplementary books are 
more drill oriented. - 


Three new math series are being pi- 


loted in a limited number of classes in 
all four district junior highs.

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Last of Nike Base radar towers being dismantled 


Tho last of the radar towers at the Ar- 


lington Height* Nike Base, Central and 
Wllko roads, is being dismantled. 


The tower and dome are no longer 


needed since the announced deactlvatlon 
earlier this year of the 1st Battalion of 
202nd Air Defense Artillery. The National 
Guard unit that manned the Nike-Her- 
cules missiles was phased out of the new 
federal budget as part of a revaluation 
of the country's air defense system. 


Col. Julius Schwartz, Illinois air de- 


fense commander, said the radar equip- 
ment will be returned to the Air Force. 


Tho equipment will be shipped to an 


Air Force base In Georgia for recondi- 
tioning, and then will be used at some 
other location. 


The center tower was originally one of 


five radar domes that dominated the 
Northwest suburban skyline like gigantic 
twd-up golf balls. The other four domes 


were gutted in 1989 when the Air Force 
squadron stationed at th» base was 
deactivated, Col. Schwartz said. 


Although the domes and their elec- 


tronic equipment had been "returned to 
supply channels," the deteriorating tow- 
ers remained. 


THE FIVE TOWERS were erected in 


the early 1950s when the base was a vital 
link' in the Chicago-Detroit air defense 
corridor. At one time more than 15 of the 


Nike Installations ringed Chicago against 
manned enemy bomber attacks. 


The advent of our own long-range in- 


terceptor planes- and intercontinental 
missiles lessened the role assigned to the 
Nike bases. 


Although Col. Schwartz had said the 


missiles could knock down any plane fly- 
ing, the new belief in the Defense De- 
partment is that there will be no planes 
for them to hit if an attack did come. 


The deactivatlon of the base should be 


completed by October, according to 
Schwartz's timetable. The other 48 Nike 
bases around the country affected by the 
budget cut will be closed by the end of 
the year. 


Indications are that the base will re- 


main under military control as an Army 
Reserve training center. The Arlington 
Heights Park District wants the land for 
recreational use.

Arlington Heights police will return to 


the Chicago River June 27 to search for 
Edward and Sophia Andrews who dis- 
appeared more than four years ago. 


According to Arlington Heights police 


Det. Ronald Van Raalte, arrangements 
with the owner of a. specially outfitted 
boat have been completed for an elec- 


tronic sweep of the Ogden Slip, near Chi- 
cago's lakefront and the river. 


The boat owner and operator, Richard 


Race, will be assisted by Van Raalte and 
another Arlington Heights detective, 
Gene Deck. Race's boat was used in ear- 
lier unsuccessful searches of the Chicago 
River for the Andrews' 1969 Oldsmobile. 


Track housing meet canceled 


A June 25 meeting at which the Rich- 


ards Group of Illinois was scheduled to 
present plans for apartment housing at 
Arlington Park Race Track has been 
canceled at the request of the developer. 


No new date for the meeting with the 


village plan commission's plat and subdi- 
vision committee has been set. 


Next Tuesday's meeting reportedly 


was scratched because the Richards 
Group's preliminary plan still has not 
been approved by officials of the Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp. in New York. 


Several high-rise buildings — possibly 


as high as 22 stories — are Included In 
the plans, along with a number of eight- 
story and townhouse buildings. In all, 
about 4,000 units are being considered for 
a large area north of the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. 


Madison Square Garden owns both Ar- 


lington Park Race Track and the Rich- 
ards Group of Illinois, based In Oak 
Brook. 


Arlington Park's annexation agree- 


ment with the Village of Arlington 
Heights allows high-rise building at 
the race track. 


But the five-year agreement expires 


Oct. 20, and Arthur Gingold, president of 
the Richards Group, has said he is anx- 
ious to get the plans approved before the 
agreement lapses. 


After Oct. 20, Arlington Park will be 


subject to the same village ordinances 
and regulations that apply to any other 
piece of property. 


There are 413 acres of land at the race 


track site. 
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THE ANDREWS, of 738 S. Vail, van- 


ished May 15, 1970, after attending, a 
cocktail party at the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel on N. Michigan Avenue. Police the- 
orize the couple accidently drove into the 
Chicago River and their car was either 
crushed into the soft river bed or else 
was washed Into the lake. 


The latest search was sparked by an 


unnamed tipster who believes the couple 
drove into the slip, used primarily for 
commercial barges. 


According to the .informant, the An- 


drews became confused while attempting 
to find a sandwich wagon parked near 
the slip. He said guardrails had been re- 
moved at that time because the old 
North Pier Terminal building was being 
razed. 


Race searched part of the slip three 


years ago. However, the west side, which 
will be scrutinized next week, was not 
because barges anchored there would 
have interfered with the boat's electronic 
equipment 


VAN RAALTE said Chicago Fire De- 


partment personnel are expected to aid 
in the search. 


He said the boat was a little larger 


than "a regular inboard-outboard run- 
about." The boat "Is so packed with 
gear," he said, that the three-man crew 
will be cramped in their operations and 
maneuvers. 


The cost of the hunt will be under- 


written by John Rynak, Mrs. Andrews' 
brother, and controller of their estate. 


Rynak said the new search was a long 


shot at best.. "I still don't see how they 
could have gotten into that section. I just 
don't think they could have gotten that 
far," he said. 


He said of the chances for success,

have to keep taking them." 


No trace of the Andrews has ever 


turned up in their four-year absence. 
None of their bank accounts have been 
touched, nor have any of the credit cards 
they were reportedly carrying been used. 
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Public 'confused, deceived,9 says consumer activist

American consumers are bewildered, 


uninformed, misguided and often lied to 
when buying a product or service, ac- 
cording to Esther Shapiro, president of 
the Consumer Federation of America. 


She spoke to some 150 members of the 


Society of Consumer Affairs Profes- 
sionals in Business Wednesday at the Ar- 
lington Pork Towers hotel. Most of the 
members ore corporate consumer repre- 
sentatives from several ports of the 
country. 


It Is the Job of these corporate repre- 


sentatives to straighten the confusion 


amassed by the consumer public, Mrs. 
Shapiro said. 


"CONSUMERISM didn't start seven or 


eight years ago with Ralph Nader, Betty 
Furness and Bess Myerson even though 
they gave Impetus," she said. "The roots 
go back to the beginning of time." 


Ads and commercials In which the pub- 


lic sees a woman "running through syl- 
van woods" after bathing with a particu- 
lar soap and sleek cars "dashing through 
the ocean mist" are misleading attempts 
to sell products, she said. 


"Objects are not sold as what they're 


Intended to be," Mrs. Shapiro said. "Why 


do you buy soap? You buy soap to wash 
and you wash because you are dirty." 


But commercials for soaps are often of 


the dream variety. "After using soap it's 
supposed to make you beautiful and en- 
hance your social status," she said. "Ex- 
amine your ads," she told the members. 
"Is the product advertised for what 
itlslntndedtobe?" 


SHE CHIDED ads that try to sell a car 


as "an instrument of pleasure" When the 
average ride In the United States Is 5.6 
miles, usually to the grocery store, doc- 
tor and other "unglamourous" places. 


She also attacked commercials which 


show two housewives hanging clothes 
and comparing who has the whitest 
wash. 


"We're 
going to buy cars any- 


way ... we have to, but give us the In- 
formation so we can buy them In- 
telligently," she said. Half-truths often 
are given to prospective buyers. 


> 
One way to combat consumer con- 


fusion is consumer education. A person 
needs to understand the whole concept of 
evaluating his own needs, how to estab- 
lish values and where to get information 
and resources, Mrs. Shapiro said. 


Along with consumer education, a per- 


son needs consumer Information or the 
"nuts and bolts" information on a prod- 
uct. "You can't do with one without the 
other," Mrs. Shapiro said. 


SOME OF THE problems can be 


solved If the department stores and other 
large stores hire salesmen who thor- 
oughly know what they'are selling. 


"The training of salesmen is dying," 


she said, adding that stores should invest 
in training its people. People don't usual- 
ly need help when they go into a store to 
buy sockets, but will need help to buy a 
mattress or washing machine, she said. 


People should keep a keen eye on war- 


ranties that accompany many products, 
Mrs. Shapiro warned.

"The average warranty does not pro- 


tect the consumer but fences the con- 
sumer from, being covered," she said.

Mrs. Shapiro urged the corporate con- 


sumer representatives to place them- 
selves In the consumer's shoes rather 
than to act as an employe of their com- 
panies. "Take the point of view of the 
consumer," she said. "It's a social re- 
sponsibility."

New math, language, health 
books approved by schools 


New books for tho math, language arts 


and health programs were approved at 
W e d n e s d a y night's Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dlst.

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection

Flrefllp- — those flickering little insects that put sparkle 


Into warm Bummer nights'— are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. ' 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonlk, who with his, brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe and 
Japan. The Antonik method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also Is employed In some parts of the United 
States, primarily In Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
the prime specimens for 'muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles Is asked to register with Antonlk for official instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Antonik. Is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
neuro-muscular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease In this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy 'Is unknown and so Is a 


euro for it. But Antonik notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep, you going longer," forestalling'confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, It can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that In 4,000-tests of the-new method during its 


recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardlal infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

And now there's another 
problem-—nuclear garbage

HIGHLAND, Wash. — A few years ago 


when the Atomic Energy Commission 
took a careful peek at one of its reposi- 
tories for radioactive garbage here on 
the sprawling Hanford reservation, it 
was discovered something was amiss. 
The repository site was determined to be 
so clogged with plutonlum ,that under 
certain conditions, it might erupt with a 
chain reaction. 


The assessment since has been reconsi- 


dered. Officials now say the repository, 
called the Z-9 trench, is not so ominously 
plugged as they thought and that "trie 
consensus" of updated thinking is "it 
could not credibly undergo a nuclear re- 
action." 


The public, therefore, Is left with two 


opinions: the previous and the latter, bad 
news and good. In a sense, this is the 
dilemma the citizenry is forever facing 
in the nuclear argument. Who to believe? 
What to believe? The fact Is nobody is 
absolutely sure of anything nuclear, thus 
tho population Is In essence asked to 
choose up sides primarily on faith. 


THE QUESTION OF faith well placed 


is especially difficult in the accelerating 
controversy concerning atomic waste. As 
nuclear reliance becomes ever more in- 
escapable and as nuclear reactors pro- 
liferate (some : 241 at present), even 
atomic optimists are worried about the 
agony of trash disposal. At present there 
are at least 2,300 cubic feet of nuclear 
waste in the nation, by the,year 2000 
there may be 471,000 cubic feet of it — 
and no one in or out of authority knows 
precisely what to do with it. ' 


There's no debating the necessity to do 


something with it. Radioactive wastes 
which contain such toxic elements as 
ruthenium and cerium must be sealed 
and stored for at least 600 years. Some 
nuclaer trash contains radiation which, if 
not kept, in check, is absolutely deadly 
for as many as 25,000. years. Currently 
this waste — 84 million gallons of it — is ' 
merely'kept In temporary storage at 
various locations and something more' 
permanent is needed. 


BUT. WHAT? Right now the Hanford 


reservation is the largest and most expe- 
rienced nuclear waste graveyard In the 
world. AEC figures indicate at least 47 
million gallons of waste liquid,and 27 
million gallons of waste solids are buried 
there, .some of It dating back 30 years. 
Local, safety precautions are excellent, 
technology second to none. Yet tie, nucle- 
ar graves here — witness'the Z-9 trench 
situation — are still restless and even 
threatening! .

The site is' 
north of Golf Rood and west of the 
Golf-Hlggins roads intersection. 


Estimates project BOO nuclear pow- 


er plants, including the 43 in north- 
eastern Illinois, will be operating In 
the U.S. by the end of this century. 


OPPONENTS, AMONG them the 


federation, argue against plant con- 
struction with potential safety haz- 
ards. They cite radioactive waste, 
thermal discharge and nuclear black-' 
mall as reasons to halt construction. 


But the AEC and companies using 


nuclear power contend maximum 
safety precautions taken in planning 
and construction make risks from ac- 
cidents minimal. 


The program will begin with two 


films listing pros' and cons of nuclear 
plant construction.

Actually, the site need 
not be large, say researchers, since nu- 
clear trash'is not nearly so bulky as it is 
poisonous; says an AEC opinion: "We 
will be able to store all waste through 
the year 2000 In a 10-acre plot." 


THE QUESTION IS, where will the 10 


acres be? The Carlsbad, N.M. salt beds 
is one possibility, Hanford is another. 
When the site is found the greater prob- 
lem of how to better safeguard against 
leakage is bound .to provoke continued 
debate. 


Too, once the site is found, and even if 


safer storage methods are invented, 
there Is the problem of transportation. At 
present, the AEC gathers wastes from 
196 naval ships, 99 surface reactors and. 
36 atomic power plants. The fuel wastes 
arc shipped to storage by private carrier 
—commercial van lines in many cases 


— and the continuation of such a system 
raises grave images of hijacking, sabo- 
tage or road accidents.

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection 
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by MARCIA KRAMER 


Fireflies — those flickering little insects that, put sparkle 


Into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" In research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
.•summer for use throughout the world. 
• Antonlk Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 
firefly caught.. Steve-Antonlk, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection1 is crucial'because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe and 
Japan. The Antonlk method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also •commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breedlng-and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking jthe male species of firefly known as 


North American black..Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles is asked to register with Antonlk for official instruc- • 
tions by writing to (he laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 
. 
- 


The bulk of-fireflies collected by Antonik is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular, dystrophy, a genetic 
neuro-muscular disease that leaves its victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease In this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy is unknown and so is a 


cure for It. But Antonlk notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," .forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed-by combining chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 percent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant Is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test —'and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 
' ' 


-' • Antonik said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 
recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm, have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and In the diagnosis of myocardial infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

Ronald Booth of the Illinois Assn. of 
School Boards will present their Inter- 
pretation of the law and discuss Scott's 
opinion and Its effects on school board 
procedures. 


THE OPEN Meeting Act provides that 


school boards and other governmental 
units may discuss only matters per- 
taining to personnel, land acquisition or 
pending litigation behind closed doors. 


The main point of Scott's interpretation 


of the law that Irks governmental off), 
clals Is his opinion that the right for pub- 
lic bodies to discuss personnel In private 
docs not Include evaluation of employes. 


According to Scott's opinion, issued 


March 22, complaints against an em- 
ploye and collective bargaining are pos- 
sible "executive-session" topics. How- 
ever, discussion of working conditions, 
hours of employment or salaries should 
be discussed In public meetings. 


Glass said Wednesday ho feels the law 


needs to be clarified and added that he 
thinks Scott "went pretty for In Inter- 
preting the language" of the statute. 


"SCOTT'S OPINION lends to at least 


put In question the right of school boards 
to discuss personnel policies In closed 
session," Glass said. "It's pretty hard to 
divorce personnel from policies and if 
the meetings have to be open, It could 
restrict discussion." 


Although Scott's opinion docs not have 


the effect of law, it will be used as a 
guide to Interpret the law until amen- 
datory legislation Is passed such as Gill 
proposes or someone challenges Scott's 
ruling and a court offers another opinion. 


In asking Glass to sponsor a measure 


to clarify the Open Meetings Act, Gill 
said Tuesday he basically is concerned' 
that Scott's ruling could mean that open 
discussions of an employe's performance 
could bring out information that poten- 
tially could be harmful to an individual 
even If he is not dismissed. 


"What I'm talking about here is 


matching the right of the individual to 
privacy with the right of the public to 
know," Gill sold. "A man's reputation 
could be ruined by statements made in a 
public meeting." 


GILL SAID HE would like to sec the 


Illinois General Assembly adopt amen- 
datory legislation that would broaden the 
Open Meetings Act, bringing the mea- 
sure more in lino with a more liberal 
Wisconsin state statute. 


The Wisconsin statute provides that 


governmental bodies may meet in closed 
session on personnel matters when con- 
sidering "employment, dismissal, pro- 
motion, demotion, compensation, licens- 
ing or discipline of any public employe 
or person licensed by a state board or 
commission or the Investigation of 
charges against such person, unless an 
open meeting Is requested by the em- 
ploye or person charged, investigated or 
otherwise under discussion."

And now there's another 
problem—nuclear garbage 


by TOM TIEDE 


HIGHLAND, Wash. — A few years ago 


when the Atomic Energy Commission 
took a careful peck at one of its reposi- 
tories for radioactive garbage here on 
the sprawling Hanford reservation, it 
was discovered, something was amiss. 
The repository site was determined to be 
so clogged with plutonium that under 
certain conditions, it might erupt with a 
chain reaction. 


The assessment since has been reconsi- 


dered. Officials now say the repository, 
called the Z-9 trench, is not so ominously 
plugged as they thought and that "the 
consensus" of updated thinking is "it 
could not credibly undergo a nuclear re- 
action." 


The public, therefore, is left with two 


opinions: the previous and the latter, bad 
news and good. In a sense, this is the 
dilemma the citizenry is forever facing 
in the nuclear argument. Who to believe? 
What to believe? -The fact is nobody is 
absolutely sure of anything nuclear, thus 
the population is in essence asked to 
choose up sides primarily on faith. 


THE QUESTION OF faith well placed 


is especially difficult in the accelerating 
controversy concerning atomic waste. As 
nuclear, reliance becomes ever more in- 
escapable and as nuclear reactors pro- 
liferate (some 241' at present), even 
atomic optimists are worried about the 
•agony of trash disposal. At present there 
are at least 2,300 cubic feet of nuclear 
waste in the nation, by the year 2000 
there may be 471,000 cubic feet of it — 
and no one in or out of authority knows 
precisely what to do with it. 


There's no debating the necessity to do 


something with It. Radioactive wastes 
which contain such toxic elements as 
ruthenium and cerium must be sealed 
and stored for at least 600 years. Some 
nuclaer trash contains radiation which, If 
not kept in check, is absolutely deadly 
for as many as 25,000 years. Currently 
this waste -84 million gallons of it - is 
merely kept in temporary storage at 
various locations 'and something more* 
permanent is needed. 


BUT WHAT? Right now the Hanford 


reservation is the largest and most expe- 
rienced nuclear waste graveyard in the 
world. AEC figures indicate at least 47 
million gallons of waste liquid and 27 
million gallons of waste'sollds are buried 
there, some of it dating back 30 years.' 
Loajl safety precautions are excellent, 
technology second to none. Yet the nucle- 
ar graves here — witness the Z-9 trench 
situation — are still restless and even 
threatening. 


43 nuclear plants coming? 


National and state experts will de- 


bate the wisdom of constructing 43 
nuclear power plants in northeastern 
Illinois at a panel discussion at 7:15 
p.m. June 27 in the Hoffman Estates 
municipal building, 1200 N. Gannon 
Dr. 


The village's environmental control 


commission has scheduled partici- 
pants from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (AEC), the American Nucle- 
ar Society, the state Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Lake 
Michigan Federation for the public 
debate. Area residents are Invited to 
attend and ask questions. The site is 
north of Golf Road and west of the 
Golf-Hlggins roads intersection. 
, Estimates project 800 nuclear pow- 
er plants, including the 43 in north- 
eastern Illinois, will be operating in 
the U.S. by the end of this century. 


OPPONENTS, AMONG them the 


federation, argue against plant con- 
struction with potential safety haz- 
ards. They cite radioactive waste, 
thermal discharge and nuclear black- 
mall as reasons to halt construction. 


But the AEC and companies using 


nuclear power contend maximum 
safety precautions taken in planning 
and construction make risks from ac- 
cidents minimal. 


The program will begin with two 


films listing pros and cons of nuclear 
plant construction. The panel dis- 
cussion will come next, arid the pro- 
gram will end after a question and 
answer period. 


Both viewpoints on the issue will 


be presented, said village commis- 
sion members. Persons wishing more 
Information may contact commission 
member Dan Lurey at 359-7293. 


Hartford's storage facilities — primar- 


ily 125 tankfuls of waste buried on 14 
"farm" sites — spring periodic and 
sometimes shocking leaks. The first one 
was in 1958 and there have since been 15 
others. 


The most recent tank leak, last spring, 


was perhaps the most terrible of all. The 
AEC says a tank numbered 106-T leaked 
115,000 gallons of radioactive liquid over 
a 51-day period. Why so long? Says an 
AEC spokesman: the fall safe leak detec- 
tion system 
-"simply failed." AEC 


chairwoman Dixie Lee Ray calls the un- 
precedented spillage "disgraceful." 


HANFORD PEOPLE, more embar- 


rassed than shamed by such leaks, say 
they do everything' possible to prevent 
accidents. Publldts Tom Bauman says • 
the reservation has never had a radi- 
ation-related death or serious injury. The 
special radiation emergency section at 
the Richland hospital has never been 
used. A plant manager for one of Atlan- 
tic Richfield's waste disposal units says 
he's not experienced so much as a loss- 
time injury in the last two years. 


Still, despite precatuions, Bauman says 


"accidents will happen." In this case an 
accident, given the right conditions of ex- 
posure and wind could threaten the lives 
and future -generations of 100,000 Wash- 
ingtonlans who border Hanford's 570 
square mile complex.-.It is also "very 


likely," according to some scientific crit- 
ics, that nuclear spillage will someday 
seep into the nearby Columbia River, 
thus threatening even greater areas. 


Thus the anxiety over finding a per- 


manent and foolproof site for the nation's 
nuclear garbage. Actually, the site need 
not be large, say researchers, since nu- 
clear trash is not nearly so bulky as it is 
poisonous; says an AEC opinion: ."We 
will be able to store all waste through 
the year 2000 in a 10-acre plot." 


THE QUESTION IS, where will the 10 


acres be? The Carlsbad, N.M. salt beds 
is one possibility, Hanford is another. 
When the site is found the greater prob- 
lem of how to better safeguard against 
leakage is bound to provoke continued 
debate. 


Too, once the site is found, and even if 


safer storage methods are. invented, 
there is the problem of transportation. At 
present, the AEC gathers wastes from 
196 naval ships, 99 surface reactors and 
36 atomic power plants. The fuel wastes 
are shipped to storage by private carrier 
—commercial van lines in many cases 


— and the continuation of such a system 
raises grave images of hijacking, sabo- 
tage or road accidents. W. A. Borbst, of 
the AEC transportation section says it's 
not a question of "if" something happens 
to a waste shipment but "when." •

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Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection 


t *

Fireflies — those flickering little Insects that put sparkle 


into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" In research for muscular, heart and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
' summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonik Laboratories says It will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonik, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm,.said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies in Europe and 
Japan. The Antonik method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also is employed hi some parts of the United 
States, primarily inlowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area-are considered among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent in this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of .firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles is asked to register with Antonik for official Instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 15, Elk Grove ' 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins in late June 
and lasts until early August. 


The bulk of'fireflies collected by Antonik Is used to screen 


Infanta -for possible trace* of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
nemo-muscular disease that leaves Its victims 'crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of. the disease in this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy* Is unknown and so is a 


cure for it. But Antonik notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the treatment." Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. •• 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was . 


developed by combining .chemicals with the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant Is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous .tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year, two Incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual cases 
of the disease that researchers included am/fog the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out. 


Besides testing1 for muscular/dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection and in the diagnosis of myocardlal infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract infection.

State Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfleld, 


Is considering sponsoring legislation next 
fall to clarify the Illinois Open Meetings 
Act at the request of School Dlst. 21 
Supt. Kenneth Gill. 


The law has become a subject of con- 


troversy in recent months, following an 
interpretation of the statute by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott that is unpopu- 
lar with school and other governmental 
officials. 


The Open Meeting Law is to-be dis- 


cussed at 
a special 
meeting of 


Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 school 
board at 8 p.m. Tuesday at Keller 
Junior High School, 820 Bode Rd., 
Schaumburg. 


Dist. 54 Attorney Frank Hlnes and 


Ronald Booth of the Illinois Assn. of 
School Boards will present their inter- 
pretation of the law and discuss Scott's 
opinion and its effects on school board 
procedures. 


THE OPEN Meeting Act provides that 


school boards and other governmental 
units may discuss only matters per- 
taining to personnel, land acquisition or 
pending litigation behind closed doors. 


The main point of Scott's interpretation 


of the law that irks governmental offi- 
cials is his opinion that the right for pub- 
lic bodies to discuss personnel in private 
does not include evaluation of employes. 


According to Scott's opinion, issued 


March 22, complaints against an em- 
ploye and collective bargaining are pos- 
sible "executive-session" topics. How- 
ever, discussion of working conditions, 
hours of employment or salaries should 
be discussed in public meetings. 


Glass said Wednesday he feels the law 


needs to be clarified and added that he 
thinks Scott "went pretty far in Inter- 
preting the language" of the statute. 


"SCOTT'S OPINION tends to at leas't 


put in question the right of school boards 
to discuss personnel policies in closed 
session," Glass said. "It's pretty hard to 
divorce personnel from policies and if 
the meetings have to be open, it could 
restrict discussion." 


Although Scott's opinion does not have 


the effect of law, it will be used as a 
guide to interpret the law until amen- 
datory legislation is passed such as Gill 
proposes or someone challenges Scott's 
ruling and a court offers another opinion. 


In asking Glass to sponsor a measure 


to clarify the Open Meetings Act, G1H 
said Tuesday he basically is concerned 
that Scott's ruling could mean that open 
discussions of an employe's performance 
could bring cut information that poten- 
tially could be harmful to an individual 
even if he is not dismissed.

Residents favor Laseke trash service: survey 


Arlington Heights residents, by a ma- 


jority of almost 3 to 1, favor the garbage 
service being provided by the Laseke 
Disposal Co. 


Seventy-two per cent of the persons re- 


sponding to a recent Herald survey rated 
Laseko's service either excellent or 
good; 18 per cent characterized the ser- 
vice as being /air; and 10 per cent rated 
It poor. 


However, of the 439 survey forms tal- 


lied at the Herald office, a substantial 
majority included comments on how the 
service could be improved. 


Of the residents responding, 62 per 


cent said they thought the monthly 
charge of $5.08 was average; 40 per cent 
called It high; and only eight per cent 
rated It low. 


Asked whether they would prefer (o 


negotiate with any scavenger company 
for garbage services, 60 per cent said no, 
while 40 per cent Indicated that they 
would favor that option. 


THE HERALD undertook the survey in 


an effort to determine community satis- 
faction with the Laseke Disposal Co.t 
which is halfway through the first year 
of an exclusive five-year contract'with 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Specifically, disposal of grass clipping 


was rated good 379 to 41; food garbage 
391 to 39; furniture 388 to 45; building 
materials 279 to 84" and other items 30 to 
38.

While an overwhelming majority gave 


the company a favorable rating, many * 
residents took the opportunity to suggest 
Improvements and point up problems 
with the present service. 


Commonly cited complaints" were gar- 


bage can lids not replaced, the sorting of 
garbage by pick-up men, dented cans, 
spilled trash and the elimination of vaca- 
tion credits, 


THE COMMENTS of one reader, who 


rated the service good, are typical: 


"Have you ever driven down the 


streets after Laseke has been through 
picking up trash? Just looking down -at 
the street one can tell where the stops 
were made. Broken glass and spills are 
left behind. 


"A twig — not a branch — with leaves 


on it covered my garbage in the trash 
can. The contents were not taken."

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In wake of May 18 referendum loss 
Trustee proposes 3 options 
for flood-control program 


Three new options for future flood con- 


trol In Arlington Heights have been put 
forward by the chairman of the Citizens 
Action Committee Against Flooding. 


Trustee Frank Palmnller outlined the 


alternatives to the village board Monday 
night. However, the trustees made no de- 
cision on which course to follow in the 
wake of the May 18 referendum loss, and 
referred the question back to the board's 
finance committee. 


The first alternative would bo to hold a 


second referendum on the comprehensive 
flood control program, seeking voter ap- 
proval to Issue general obligation bonds. 


The package would be modified to 


eliminate plans for the controversial Pio- 
neer Park retention pond, and to use vil- 
lage revenue sharing and some utility 
tax funds .to hold down the bond issue as 
much as possible, probably to $15.0 mil- 
lion. 


A SECOND OPTION would be to issue 


$8.6 million In non-referendum bonds and 
begin the flood-control program as soon 
as possible. 


The $8.6 million would not cover the 


Welter Creek project, which would be left 
undone until the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District builds a large retention reservoir 
near Central and Busse roads. 


fit also would not cover the cost of sew- 


ers or the construction of Lake Arlington 


along McDonald Creek area, though It 
would pay for land acquisition In the 
area. 


A third option died by Palmatier 


would be (o issue about $7.78 million In 
non-referendum bonds In order to do 
some of the smaller flood control pro- 
grams now. 


Palmatier said ho favored a second 


referendum some time this fall In order 
to keep the flood control plans on a com- 
prehensive, village-wide footing which 
would not benefit one section of the vil- 
lage over any other. 


TRUSTEE James T. Ryan said a sec- 


ond referendum and a full bond Issue 
would be the least expensive way to im- 
plement the program, because construc- 
tion costs will only increase with a length- 
ened piecemeal approach. 


Trustee Dave Griffin also supported a 


second referendum, but said he did not 
want to commit utility tax money to the 
program. 


Trustee Ralph Clarbour opposed anoth- 


er referendum. 


"We'vo already put in Vfi years and so 


far have done nothing," he said. Further 
delays will mean higher costs and even- 
tually village officials could "run" out the 
capacity of the Arlington.Heights tax- 
payer to foot the bill," he said. ,

smaller projects, deferring the bigger

The Elk Grove Village series of cat 


burglaries began in mid-May, including 
one instance where the cat burglar en- 
tered a home with 12 persons and a dog 
asleep and took $36 In cash from a purse 
and wallet. In several other instances, 
the cat burglar entered apartments 
through balcony patio doors, even as 
high as the third floor of buildings. 


According to Elk Grove Village police,

Fireflies light the way to profits, illness detection

Fireflies — .those flickering little Insects that put sparkle 


Into warm summer nights — are being used to light the way 
toward early detection of muscular dystrophy. 


An Elk Grove Village firm that has pioneered the use of 


firefly "lanterns" in research for muscular, heart.and other 
diseases, is seeking more than a million of the beetles this 
summer for use throughout the world. 


Antonik Laboratories says it will pay a penny for each 


firefly caught. Steve Antonik, who with his brother, Alan, 
heads the firm, said this year's collection is crucial because 
of "much greater demand" for the fireflies In Europe and 
Japan. The Antonik method for using fireflies to detect mus- 
cular dystrophy also Is employed in some parts of the United 
States, primarily in Iowa and Oregon. 


ANTONIK SAID fireflies — also commonly called lightning 


bugs — from the northern Illinois area are considered among 
the prime specimens for muscular dystrophy screening be- 
cause of the breeding and climate prevalent In this area. 


The firm is seeking the male species of firefly known as 


North American black. Anyone interested in collecting the 
beetles is asked to register with Antonik for official instruc- 
tions by writing to the laboratory at P.O. Box 16, Elk Grove 
Village. The firefly season traditionally begins-in late June 
and lasts until tarty August. • 


The bulk of fireflies collected by Antonik is used to screen 


infants for possible traces of muscular dystrophy, a genetic 
neurc-muacular disease that leaves its-victims crippled as 


children and dead by the age of 20. The Muscular Dystrophy 
Association of American estimates there are more than 
200,000 cases of the disease in this country. 


The cause of muscular dystrophy Is unknown and so Is a 


cure for it. But Antonik notes that "the earlier the detection, 
the earlier the' treatment" Treatment involves exercises to 
"keep you going longer," forestalling confinement to a wheel- 
chair for five to six years. 


THE ANTONIK method of spotting muscular dystrophy was 


developed by combining chemicals with.the phosphorescent 
light, or lantern, on the firefly's abdomen. By adding a drop 
of a newborn child's blood to the mixture, it 'can be deter- 
mined with 100 per cent accuracy — according to two testing 
laboratories — whether the infant is going to develop muscu- 
lar dystrophy. 


The method is both cheaper — $1 a test — and safer than 


previous tests, which required drawing blood from an infant's 
vein, risking contraction of hepatitis. 


Antonik said that in 4,000 tests of the new method during its 


recently completed first year, two incidents of muscular 
dystrophy were detected. In addition, some 250 actual-cases 
of the disease that researchers Included among the blood 
samples to test the method were accurately picked out 


Besides testing for muscular dystrophy, firefly chemicals 


produced by the Elk Grove Village firm have been used inter- 
nationally for research projects in muscle disease and cancer 
detection, and in the diagnosis of myocardial infarction (heart 
attacks) and urinary tract Infection. 
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Last of Nike Base radar towers being dismantled 


The hut of tho radar towers at the Ar- 
lington Heights Nike Base, Central and 
Wllko roads, Is being dismantled. 


The lower and dome are no longer 


needed since tho announced dcactlvatlon 
earlier this year of the 1st Battalion of 
202nd Air Defense Artillery. Tho National 
Guard unit that manned the Nike-Her- 
cules missiles was phased out of the new 
federal budget as part of a revaluation 
of the country's air defense system. 


Col. Julius Schwartz, Illinois air de- 


fense commander, said the radar equip- 
ment will be returned to the Air Force. 


The equipment will be shipped to an 


Air Force base in Georgia for recondi- 
tioning, and then will be used at some 
other location. 


The center tower was originally one of 


five radar domes that dominated the 
Northwest suburban skyline like gigantic 
tecd-up golf balls. The other four domes 


were gutted in 1069 when the Air Force 
squadron stationed at the base was 
deactivated, Col. Schwartz said. 


Although the domes and their elec- 


tronic equipment had been "returned to 
supply channels," the deteriorating tow- 
ers remained. 


THE FIVE TOWERS were erected in 


•the early 1950s when the base was a vital 
link In the Chicago-Detroit air defense 
corridor. At one time more than IS of the 


Nike Installations ringed Chicago' against 
manned enemy bomber attacks. 


The advent of our own long-range in- 


terceptor planes and intercontinental 
missiles lessened the role assigned to the 
Nike bases. 


Although Col. Schwartz had said the 


missiles could knock down any plane fly- 
ing, the new belief in the Defense De- 
partment is that there will be no planes 
for them to hit if an attack did come. 


The deactivation of the base should be 


completed by October, according to 
Schwartz's timetable. The other 48 Nike 
bases around the country affected by the 
budget cut will be closed by the end of 
the year. 


Indications are that the base will re- 


main under military control as an Army 
Reserve training center. The Arlington 
Heights Park District wants the land for 
recreational use.

The boat owner and operator, Richard 


Race, will bo assisted by Van Raultc and 
another Arlington Heights detective, 
Gene Deck. Race's boat was used in ear- 
lier unsuccessful searches of the Chicago 
River for tho Andrews' I960 Oldsmobilc. 


THE ANDREWS, of 738 S. Vail, van- 


ished May 15, 1970, after attending a 
cocktail party at the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel on N. Michigan Avenue. Police the- 
orize the couple accidcntly drove into the 
Chicago River and their car was cither 


crushed into the soft river bed or else 
was washed Into the lake. 


The latest search was sparked by an 


unnamed tipster who believes the couple 
drove Into tho slip, used primarily for 
commercial barges. 


According to the informant, the An- 


drews became confused while attempting 
to find a sandwich wagon parked near 
the slip.

sold had walked away recently from the , 


Niehoff Pavilllon psychiatric ward of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village, has not been charged by 
either police department. 


Capt. Maurice English of Arlington 


Heights police said Williams was con- 
victed of an Arlington Heights burglary 
about three months ago and, at that 
time, was placed on five years' proba- 
tion.

Ex-suburbanites discover 
crime in the country... 


WALLOON LAKE, Mich. (UPI) - 


Crime doesn't 
recognize geogra- 


phical boundaries — city or rural — 
in the opinion of Mr. and Mrs. Mel 
Holden. 


The Holdens moved here nine 


years ago from Arlington Heights 
when Holden took a job as an aero- 
space engineer in an area factory. 
The factory closed four years ago 
and the Holdens opened a riding 
stable with 20 horses. 


They were doing a good business 


until recently. Last month someone 
stole 15 saddles, replacement value, 
$5,000. This month three of their 
horses have been maimed by van- 
dals. 


Intruders placed one end of a wire 


to a -tree and looped the other end 
around the horse's leg and twisted 
the wire so It was tightly bound. The 
wire was fastened so that every time 
the horse moved the wire tightened 
and dug deeper in the leg, to slice 
the sensitive flesh. 


MRS. HOLDEN said Wednesday 


that the family decided to move from 
Arlington Heights, "which we liked," 
when the job opportunity opened. 


"You've got the best of two worlds 


here. We have two daughters, 17 and 
12 now, and thought it would be a 
nice quiet rural area to raise a fami- 
ly," she said. Mrs. Holden is an ele- 
mentary teacher in the Petoskey 
school system. 


Holden, now 54, Is seeking employ- 


ment in selling, bookkeeping or any 
other allied field after putting up a 
sign, "Going Out of Business," at the 
riding stable. 


THE HOLDENS previously sold 10 


of thedr horses, and are planning on 
selling all but four of the remaining 
10. The four will be retained for fam- 
ily use. 


Meanwhile, the three maimed 


horses have been put out to pasture. 


The Holdens do not feel that there 


was anything personal in the saddle 
thefts or maiming of the horses. "It 
just makes us sick," she declared. 


"Our problem now Is where do we 


go from here and what's going to 
happen next," she said. 


"The problem seems to be too 


many crooks and not enough law en- 
forcement officers, whether it is the 
big city or the rural areas," she said.

Woes flushed away 


Fees waived to correct family's inherited faulty sewer 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


agreed to assist Louis Fredericks, 722 N. 
Pine Ave., in his effort to connect his 
home to the village sewer and end a 13- 
month nightmare. 


The village board this week voted to 


waive the permit, inspection and tap-on 
fees for the sewer connection, and to al- 
low an open cut in Pine Street to save 
costs on the work, which is estimated to 
cost $2,700. 


Fredericks, his wife Louise and their 


two children moved Into their house 13 
months ago only to discover that their 
"sewer" never had been connected to the 
Village line. 


THE SEWER WAS actually en old 


field drain tile, constructed In the 1920s, 
but now broken and incapable of serving 
the house. But the couple had no money 
for the sewer work, or the legal fees it 
would take to correct the flooding and 
sewage backup they inherited. 


"We believe we now have a contractor 


willing to donate Ms labors to the proj- 
ect, but we'would hope for village assis- 
tance, too," said William Moore, an Ar- 
lington Heights attorney who agreed to 
take the Fredericks' case before the vil- 
lage board without charge. 


Moore said he was "making np in- 


timation that the village is responsible 
for this problem," but rather was ap- 
pearing as a "supplicant" for whatever 
assistance the village could give. 


"I don't know what the village can do. 


But I do know there's a public works de- 
partment with men or equipment that 
could help dig that trench," he said. 


H O W E V E R , THE village board 


stopped short of committing either public 


works equipment or manpower to the 
sewer job. 


"I'm recommending that we waive the 


fees and allow a surface cut. But I think 
that's as far as we can go, or we'll be a 
plumber for every man in the commu- 
nity," said Arlington Heights Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson. 


Hanson said that Pine Street is sched- 


uled for resurfacing this summer, and 


that the sewer cut would have to be 
made before the street is repaved. 


ORDINARILY, the contractor would 


have to tunnel under the street to tap 
into the sewer line, a more costly under- 
taking than digging a trench down 
through the street. 


"We'll be off and digging," Moore said, 


after the board's decision. He also sug- 
gested that there may be future legal ac- 


tion against either the real estate agent 
or former owner who sold the Fredericks 
their house. 


The Fredericks did take their case to 


the Illinois Department of Registration 
and Education for an Investigation of 
fraud or misrepresentation on the part of 
the sellers. A subsequent hearing found 
none, but did not rule out the possibility 
of a civil lawsuit.

Public 'deceived, 
bewildered,' says 
consumer activist

American consumers aro bewildered, 


uninformed, misguided and often lied to 
when buying a product or service, ac- 
cording to Esther Shapiro, president of 
the Consumer Federation of America. 


She spoke to some ISO members of the 


Society of Consumer Affairs Profes- 
sionals In Business Wednesday at the Ar- 
lington Park Towers hotel. Most of the 
members aro corporate consumer repre- 
sentatives from several parts'of the 
country. 


It is the Job of these corporate repre- 


sentatives to straighten the confusion 
amassed by the consumer public, Mrs. 
Shapiro said. 


"CONSUMERISM didn't start seven or 


eight years ago with Ralph Nader, Betty 
Furneas and Bess Myorson oven though 
they gave Impetus," she said. "The roots 
go back to the beginning of time." 


Ads and commercials in which tho pub- 


lic sees a woman "running through syl- 
van woods" after bathing with a particu- 
lar soap and sleek cars "dashing through 
the ocean mist" are misleading attempts 
to sell products, she said. 


"Objects arc not sold as what they're 


Intended to be," Mrs. Shapiro said. "Why 
do you buy soap? You buy soap to wash 
and you wash because you aro dirty." 


Two false alarms 


The Arlington Heights Fire Depart-

But 'commercials for soaps are often of 


tho dream variety. "After using soap it's 
supposed to make you beautiful and en- 
hance your social status," she said. "Ex- 
amine your ads," she told the members. 
"Is the product advertised for what 
it Is Intnded to be?" 


SHE CHIDED ads that try to sell a car 


as "an Instrument of pleasure" When the 
average ride in the United States is 5.6 
miles, usually to the grocery store, doc- 
tor and other "unglamourous" places. 


She also attacked commercials which 


show two housewives hanging clothes 
and comparing who has the whitest 
wash. 


"We're going to buy cars -any- 


way ... we have to, but give us the In- 
formation so we can buy them in* 
tolligently," she said. Half-truths often 
are given to prospective buyers. 


One way to combat consumer con- 


fusion is consumer education. A person 
needs to understand the whole concept of 
cvaluatlng'his own needs, how to estab- 
lish values and where to get information 
and resources, Mrs. Shapiro said. 


Along with consumer education, a per- 


son needs consumer Information or the 
"nuts and bolts" Information on a prod- 
uct. "You can't do with one without the 
other," Mrs. Shapiro said. 


SOME OF THE problems can be 


solved if the department stores and other 
large stores hire salesmen who thor- 
oughly know what they are selling. 


"The training of salesmen Is dying," 


she aald, adding that stores should invest 
in training its people. People don't usual- 
ly need help when they go into a store to 
buy sockets, but will need help to buy a 
mattress or washing machine, she said. 


People should keep a keen eye on war- 


ranties that accompany many products, 
Mrs. Shapiro warned. The "golden glit- 
ter" warranty Is often filled with empty 
promises. 


"Tho average warranty does not pro- 


tect the consumer but fences the con- 
sumer from being covered," she said. 
"The warranty protects the corporation 
from further obligations." 


Mrs. Shapiro urged the corporate con- 


sumer representatives to place them- 
selves In the consumer's shoes rather 
than to act as an employe of their com- 
panies. "Take the point of view of the 
consumer," she said. "It's a social re- 
sponsibility."

Group's preliminary plan still has not 
been approved by officials of the Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp, in New York. 


Several high-rise buildings r- possibly 


as high as 22 stories — are included in 
the plans, along with a number of eight- 
story and townhouse buildings. In all, 
about 4,000 units are being considered for 
a large area north of the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. 


Madison Square Garden owns both Ar- 


lington Park Race Track and the Rich- 
ards Group of Illinois, based in Oak 
Brook. 


Arlington Park's annexation agree- 


ment with the Village of Arlington 
Heights allows high-rise building at 
the race track. 


But the five-year agreement expires 


Oct. 20, and Arthur Gingold, president of 
the Richards Group, has said he is anx- 
.ious to get the plans approved before the 
agreement lapses. 


After Oct. 20, Arlington Park will be 


subject to the same village ordinances 
and regulations that apply to any other 
piece of property. 


There are 413 acres of land at the race 


track site.
